relief for West Point from the 
floods that have swept over her 
from the rain swollen Chattahoochee 
in the form of a slight falling Wed- 
nesday of the depth of the river and 
the arrival here of a Red Cross re- 
lief train from Atlanta the city has 
been placed upon a rationing basis 
so far as food is concerned, and ex- | 
tensive preparations to improve tne 
living state of those who are suf- 
fering are on foot. 

The Red Cross train brought to 
West Point £,000 gallons of driAking 


purify thousands of additional gal- 
lons, and in this way the chief preb- 
lem of the town is temporarily 
solved. 

There are only two stores in the 
western part of the town, which is 
the chief residence section, and 
these were taken over for the city 
today by seven councilmen of West 
Point and converted into a commis- 
sary during the emergency. A strict 
account will be kept of all food and 
necessities sold to each family and 
the sales will be regulated in every 
case in order to insure fair distribu- : 
tion.

the exception of one span, was 
swept away and a big water main 
that was carried away with the 
bridge caused the water supply to 
‘fail.

Washington, December 10.—Un- 
less under pressure that amend- 
ment can be amended by strike 
ing the “proviso” from the house 
military bill readjusting . the 
camp and cantonment appropria- 
tions, reported ‘today, Camp Gordon, 
near Atlanta, will soon be salvaged 
and the proceeds turned into the 
national treasury. 

The bill, as it came out of the 
committee on military affairs this 
afternoon, carries the following 
grant for Camp Benning, near Co- 
lumbus, Ga., and negating proviso 
as to Gordon: 

“To complete the infantry schoo! 
at Camp Benning, Ga.: For the pur- 
chase of real estate, $515,252; for 
construction and to complete build- 
ings now in process ‘of construc- 
tion, $250,000; total for infantry 
school, $765,212, Provided, that no 
part of the unexpended balance of 
appropriations heretofore made for 
the support of the army shall be 
expended for construction at Camp 
Gordon, Ga., and the secretary of 
war is hereby directed to sell the 
real estate and buildings of such 
camp to the best advantage of the 
government, the proceeds of such 
sale to be converted into the treas- 
ury tothe credit of miscellaneous 
receipts.” 

The committee report, surfeited 
with politics, asis every act of this 
republican congress, has the follow- 
ing to say in criticism of the war 
department, and the reasons why 
various camps in the country are 
maintained and others dismantled: 

Criticism of War Department. 

“When the bill making appropria- 
tions for the army was passed by 
congress July last, an amendment

When 
Messrs. Lewis and Green came to 
see me Saturday I restated what the 
government's’ position had been 
from the beginning, and insisted on 
their acquiescence, They finally 
agreed to it. They have now per- 
suaded the officers of their organi- 
zation that the situation ealls for 
compliance with the court’s order 
and the government’s wishes, and I 
am certain that all the miners in 
the country will cheerfully acqui- 


esce in the decision of their lead- | 


ers. I desire to publicly commend 
the wise and patrioti¢ action of Mr. 
Lewis, Mr. Green and their associ- 
ates. I am, of course, gratified at 
the outcome, which is one the entire 
country will approve. Mining will 
be fully resumed at once, the dan-

Garfield left no hope for the mine 
workers other than the acceptance 
of an increase in mining prices of 
14 per cent, The president's propo- 
sal provides that this amount of 
advance is preliminary and that the 
tribunal which he will set up will 
have full authority to consider fur- 
ther questions of wages and work- 
ing conditions as well as profits of 
operators and proper prices for coal, 
readjusting both wees and profits, 
if it shall so decide. It further 
provides that the commission will 
have, authority to settle internal 
questions peculiar to each district, 
all of which are of very great im- 
portance to the mine workers. 
Report in Sixty Days. 

“The commission will make its 
report within sixty days unless some 
insurmountable difficulties arise 
which prevent it from doing so, and 
the commission will have authority 
to fix the date when any award it 
makes will become effective. 

“The president's plan further pro- 
vides that upon a general resump- 
tion -of operations the status quo 
will be maintained—thdt is, that all 
mine workers will return to work 
with an increase in wages amount- 
ing to 14 per cent,- upon the same 
basis which obtained on October 31, 
1919. Neither operators nor’ miners 
will be allowed to change the basis. 
and no discrimination by the coal 
operators pwill be permitted. 

“It was’ these specific features of 
the president’s proposition which’ 
made it acceptable to the interna-) 
tional officers of the United Mine 
Worke when submitted to them 
through Attorney General Palmer 
and Secretary Tumulty:in Washing- 
ton on Saturday, December 6. 

Confidence in Wilson. 


“We are accepting the president 
at his word, feeling confident that 
he will appoint a tribunal composed 
of fair-minded men who will give 
full and complete recognition to the 
justice of the mine workers’ claims. 
Besides, it is fair to assume that 
the public will net only insist that 
full justice be accorded the miné 
workers, but also will accept the 
finding of the tribunal appointed 
by the president of the United 
States as a fair and equitable de- 
termination of all the issues in- 
volved,” 

A supplemental statement issued 
this evening follows: 

“The miners at their meeting 
this afternoon accepted the presi- 
dent’s proposal exactly as written, 
and I understand the operators 
committee have announced their ac- 
ceptance of it. It provides for the 
immediate general resumption of 
operations in all districts upon the 
basis which obtained on October 31, 
1919, except as to wages, which are 
to be fourteen per cent higher than 
at that date. This means that the 
men shall be taken back to work in 
ell the mines in the positions and 
upon the terms of their contracts 
of employment then existing; and it 
is confidently expected that the 
mine owners will accede to the gov- 
ernment’s earnest request that the 
status quo of October 31 be prompt- 
ly reestablished in order that peace- 
ful relations between employer and 
employee in all parts of the mining 
fields may be immediately resumed. 
I am asking the governors of all 
coal mining states to co-operate in 
the effort to bring this about. 

Expressing gratification that the 
strike was ended, a statement was 
given out here tonight by local op- 


.uminous 


that it had been obtained by long 
distance telephone from the execu- 
tive committee of the National Bit- 
Coal Operators’ associa- 


tion in Washington. The statement 
follows: 


Operators’ Comment 

“We are pleased that the miners 
have voted to return to work and 
that the public can be prompely 
supplied with coal. Realizing the 
imperative public need of coal in 
large quantities, the operators 
stand ready now, asin the past, to 
bend all their energies toward a 
maximum production beginning at 
once.” 

Two statements were given out 
by international officials of the 
miners, one of them having been 
prepared during the meeting this 
afternoon to announcé the decision, 
The other statement was dictated 
to newspaper mén by acting Pres- 
ident Lewis. 

Mr. Lewis’ statement declared 
that the action of the general] com- 
mittee was taken with conscious- 
ness of the responsibilities of the 
miners to the nation during “this 


facute industrial crisis and firm in 


the conviction that the word of the 
president of the United States will 
secure for the miners just consid- 
ation of their merited claims.” He 
stated that the international con- 
vention of the miners would be re- 
convened in Indianapolis and a sup- 
plemental explanation given the 
delegates from all of the four thou- 
sand locals. 


Demonstrates Loyalty. 


Mr. Lewis declared that the action 
taken today “should demonstrate to 
the people of our country that the 
United Mine Workers of America 
are loyal to our country, and be- 
lieve in the perpetuity of our,dem- 
ocratic institutions, No greater dem- 
onstration of such. facts could be 
given than our action in accepting 
the proposal of the,president of the 
United States. 

The statement given out at ad- 
journment of the conference an- 
nounced the decision reached and 
stated that it was based on the defi- 
nite and concrete provisions in the 
president’s plan. It brought out that 
the commission to be appointed to 
fix.upon a just wage scale and 
prices for coal will have power to 
settle internal questions peculiar to 
each district and declared this féa- 
ture “of very great importance to 
mine workers.” It was explained 
that differentials in wages in some 
districts had been a subject of con- 
troversy for many years. The state- 
ment also brings out that “neither 
the operators nor the miners will be 
allowed to change the basis and no 
discrimination by the coal opera- 
tors will be permitted. 

Attorney General Palmer, who 
eame to Indianapolis primarily to 
advise attorneys for the govern- 
ment in their handling of contempt 
proceedings against eighty-four of- 
ficials of the mine workers who 
form the general committee, will 
leave Indianapolis tomorrow morn- 
ing. He expécts to spend a day at 
French Lick Springs, Ind., and then 
return to Washington. 


To Drop Charges. 


Tt was indicated tonight that the 
charges of contempt, . hearing of 
which was postponed until Decem- 
ber 16, when it came up in federal 
court Tuesday morning, will not be 
pushed. The government already 
had intimated that acceptance of the 
president’s plan by the general com- 
mittee would be considered compli- 
ance with the court’s injunction 
against furtherance of the strike.

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Director General Hines in a for- 
mal statement asserted that disio- 
eation created ig the strike could 
not be remedied instantly. The pub- 
lic, Mr. Hines said, will be expect- 
ed to continue conserving fuel until 
normal conditions are restored, but 
just. as soon as practicable restric- 
tions will be reseinded or modified. 

Coal Freight Favored. 

“As aopreliminary to bringing 
back normal conditions,” said the 
director general, “coal mined will be 
allowed to run as billed except the 
tidewater and export embargo will 
continue; orders placed for coal to 
western regions from Pocahontas 
and Allegheny regions will be can- 
celled. but coal billed on these or- 
ders prior to cancellation will be 
permitted to go and be expedited so 
that these cars can be promptly re- 
leased for mines.” , 

The railroad administration, -Di- 
rector General Hines announced, 
would aid in meeting the needs of 
other consumers by reducing its 
supply to a ten days’ margin. The 
administration has been maintain- 
ing a fifteen-day supply. 

To Start Investigation. 

While these two government 
agencies directly concerned with 
distribution of the available supply 
of bituminous coal—which, it is es- 
timated, has been cut 36,000,000 tons 
by the forty-day strike—were is- 
suing their warnings, white house 
officials indicated that steps would 
be taken immediately to carry out 
the provisions of the president’s 
proposal relating to investigation of 
wages and working conditions in 
the bituminous fields by a commis- 
sion of three, In fact, it was in- 
timated that the president already 
had. practically decided on the ap- 
pointments to the commission and 
was awaiting only the return of At- 
torney General Palmer from In- 
dianapolis before announcing the 
names of three members. 

There was some speculation as to 
when and how the operators would 
be informed of the settlement and 
of the provisions of the settlement. 
Individual operators intimated that 
they expected Attorney General Pal- 
mer or some othér government rep- 
resentative to inform them soon as 
to what they were expected todo un- 
der the settlement. It was point- 
ed out that the only agreement in 
which operators actually are con- 
cerned was that which the central 
scale committee. of the competitive 
field made with Dr. Garfield. 

Economy Necessary. - 

“The dislocation which the strike 
has created in the production, trans- 
portation and distribution of -coal 
cannot be instantly remedied,” said 
Director General Hines in his state- 
ment, “and pending readjustment it 
is highly important for the public. 
to continue to exercise great caution 
in the consumption of coal and it is 
hoped there will be a due apprecia- 
tion of the difficulties which can- 
not be immediately overcome. 

“During the strike the weekly 
production of coal was cut frem 
11,000,000 to 12,000,000 tongs to about 
5,000,000 tons, and this much re- 
duced tonnage was mostly mined in 
Pennsylvania and West Virginia. 
Widely distant portions of the coun- 
try which were ordinarily dependent 
upon other coal fields had to be 
supplied from these and other un- 
usual sources of supply. The result, 
has been that the railroad adminis- 
tration has Deen compeHed to trans- 
port coal over the most unusual 
routes and for distances far in ex- 
cess of the normal hauls. This has 
resulted in equipment being scat- 
tered widely to other parts of the 
country. A- period of time will be 
required for the complete relocation 
c- this equipment and meanwhile it 
is not to be anticipated that all 
mines can be supplied with cars to 
the full normal extent. It is hoped 
that the general public, the coal 
operators and the miners will all 
appreciate these difficulties and will 
make allowanceg for the time re- 
quired to restore normal conditions. 

To Watch Situation. 

“The railroad administration wil 
continue to distribute coal to protect 
those regions whose supply . has 
been inadequate until they can be 
supplied fro mtheir normal sources. 

“Just as soon as practicable reg- 
Ulations in connection with the use 
of bituminous coal for power, light 
and heat will be rescinded or modi- 
fied and the same is true of the sup- 
plying of coal to necessary indus- 
tries. It will be necessary to ob- 
serve conditions as the tituation 
progresses before definite ‘ime can 
be fixed for changing of these reg- 
ulations an dorders,” , 


COLD WAVE 


INCREASES SUFFERING. 

Chicago, December 10.—Below 
zero température prevailed today 
in virtuaJly all sections from the 
Mississippi valley to the Sierra 
Nevada mountain region and the 
coal wave began its eastern inva- 
sion with subnormal temperatures 
of 20 to 60 degrees.

The passengers’ trunks were 
picked up in half dozens and swung 
into the air by the ship’s own 
cranes and scrambled into her hold. 
It took several days of sorting at 
sea before baggage was found by 
owners, 


“They always do it that way, 


we must find it.” Climbing over 
trunks in the hold of a ship look- 
ing for one’s own baggage was the 
chief sport for severa] days, and 
better exercise than shuffleboard 
or deck quoits. An automatic con- 
veyor on the pier at Brouklyn, with 
proper sorting of baggage, should 
have loaded everything ‘n an hour

As the local money lend-~- 
ers will pay only 10 to 15 cents for 
an American quarter, the alert ne- 
gro divers, after gathering any- 
where from $2 to $25 small change 
in the water, hurry ashore and ask 
passengers to turn into American 
bills the coins they have idly 
tossed over the side, Life is rather 
hard for a negro on a small West 
Indian island, but it develops his 
wits. He thoroughly works the oec- 
casional passenger Ship touching 
there and dreams of the day when 
he can stow himself in the coal 
bunkers for New York, to become 
an elevator hoy, 


The other interesting thing at 
Castries was coaling the ship with 
baskets of fuel weighing upward 
of 100 pounds, carried on the heads 
of negro women. This is considered 
a quick, cheap method of ecoaling 
if yéu happen to have West Indian 
negroes or Oriental coolies willing 
to re work at a cent a basket.

“There can be no doubt of the un- 
wisdom of the expenditure in this 
manner of money which congress 
had appropriated for the conduct 
of the war and the failure of the 
war department to secure specific 
legislative authority and appropria- 
tions for these expenditures shows 
the necessity of congressional au- 
thority being first secured before 
any department of the government 
is permitted to plunge the govern- 
ment into tremendous expenditures 
involving many millions of dollars. 

“The three largest projects which 
involve purchases of land of from 
fifty to over 100,000 acres at each 
point are located at Camp Bragé, 
North Carolina, a 
training ground and firing range; 
Camp Benning Georgia, intended for 
a basic infantry training school fof 
commissioned and non-commission- 
ed officers of that arm of the serv- 
ice, and Camp Knoxville, Kentucky, 
another basic training school for 
field artillery and artillery firing 
range.

This has been 
done at Camp Benning, and at Camp 
Fox it has been recommended that 
no land be purchased west of the 
Illinois Central railroad tracks, 
which will make a large saving over 
the original plan, with no appre- 
ciable loss of efficiency. 

“Now that vast expenditures have 
already been made without the au- 
thority of congress at these three 
big camps and because of the fact 
that these large training fields will 
be of great military value to their 
respective arma of the service the 
committee feels it the part of wis- 
dom to permit the war department 
to complete the projects under the 
modified appropriations which are 
made herein, providing at the same 
time certain military camps which 
are in the same neighborhood and 
related to these projects and which 
have no military value can be sal- 
vaged and sold and the money 
placed in the United States treas- 


ry. 

“Ror instance, with the develop- 
ment of Camp Knox there ig no mili- 
tary necessity for the maintenance 
of Camp Taylor, which has no train- 
ing ground in the same locality.

Eliminating the “work slacker” 
is the new job which the Ameri«- 
ean Legion has taken upon itself, 
acting in conjuncetion with the war 
department’s chain of employment 
bureaus throughout the countay. 
This type of ex-service man, wh 
not numerous, is occasionally a 
serious detriment to the work gf 
placing of ex-soldiers and sailors’ 
in satisfactory jobs, Their aia | 
of shiftlessness after getting the 
place causes dissatisfaction among 
employers who are really trying to 
help and gives a black eye to other 
service men who still need work. 

Practically all the posts of the 
Legion now have employment com- 
mittees. In some cases these com- 
mittees have taken over all the task 
of finding jobs for their fellow 
service men. In other localities 
they co-operate with the war de 
partment. In Bridgeport, Conn., 
where the work slacker has been 
a serious evil, the Legion Keeps a 
special file of such cases of re-. 
peating in jobs. As a rule a hear 
to-heart talk from a comrade 
arms has been enough, In — 
cases a refractory man has been 
denied the service of the employ- 
ment office altogether. 

Probationary System. 

In Detroit the Legion works also 
with the police. Where an ex-sgol- 
dier in uniform is taken up for 
some minor offense, like begging or 
peddling, a probationary system has 
been adopted. Instead of sending. 
these men to jail, the authorities 
have consented to put them on, 
probation with the American Le-.

On the foll call, Chicago had mus- 
tered 4 votes to 9 for St. Louis, 
whose boosters had made a stubborn 
fight for the honor. The choice o; 
the convention date was unanimous 
Asbury Park, N. J., and Cheyenne, 
Kyo., also made bids for the conven- 
tino, but dithdrew before the voting 
began. 

The committee also authorized the

the presidency will continue the 
active efforts which have kept the 


capitai alive with gossip and con- 
ferences since Sunday. 

Despite the committee meeting to- 
day, the maneuvering of the friends 
af various candidates was conspicu 
ously in evidence, but the only re- 
sult appearing on the surface was a 
statement by Senator James E. Wat- 
son, of Indiana, declaring he was 
not seeking the nomination, and 
would not permit any personal am- 
bitioh to interfere with party har- 
mony.

Outlines Policies, 

His outline of these incltided a 
better relation between capital and 
labor, ecanomy and business man- 
agement in administration, a firm 
handling of the Mexican situation, 
restoration of Americanism and 
constitutional government and a 
sound solution of the railroad prob- 
lem. 

Referring briefly to the question 
of peace, the governor declared the 
republican citizenship had “endeav- 
ored to co-operate in the conclu- 
sion of the matter, with only such 
limitations as will preserve to this 
republic its full right to determine 
its own affairs” under the constitu- 
tion. . 

“We must prepare,” said Govern- 


- “If we will come down out of the 
fool’s paradise of extravagance and 
inefficiency in which we have~ been 
soaring,” he said, “and get back to 
work in earnest, our troubles and 
even our debts will soon vanish.” 

Mrs. Medill McCormick, chairman

leased. It returned to Atlanta im- 
mediately. 

With the aid of several trucks 
that came down today from La- 
Grange, bringing as maay supplies 
of all kinds as they could trans- 
port and two or three that are 
available here, the supplies were 
transported to West Foint, only a 
short distance away, and food cis- 
tribution begun. The train was 
met by a considerable crowd, but 
they did not appear to be actually 
suffering for food. 

Central Committee Formed. 


A central committee of citizens of 
the eastern half of the town has 
been organized to centralize all ef- 
forts to’ relieve those who have 
been driven from their homes and are 
in need of drinking water, clothing, 
fuel, and, in a few cases, food. The 
Red Cross relief party will work 
under the direction of this commit- 
tee, and all efforts will be made to 
see that an equitable distribution of 
necessities is made. 

It is also hoped that early Thurs- 
day communication will be possible 
with the western half of the city, 
which is the business district, where 
people are marooned in buildings by 
the floods and cannot escape. This 
work will be facilitated by a good 
fall in the river, which began at 
noon Wednesday, and by late Wed- 
nesday night had made recessions 
of several inches in the depth of 
the water covering the town. Only 
one telephone line connects the two 
parts of the town. 

W. S. Power, a resident of Lanett, 
Ala., braved the fury of the waves 
that were sweeping down the Chat- 
tahoochee and swam across to La- 
Grange, where he told of the in- 
tense suffering of the people in his

Thomasville, Ga., December 10.—

Supplies to 


West Point 


In response to calls for relief, 
the American Red Cross dispatched 
a special train to West Point yes- 
terday afternoon at 1 o’clock. This 
train had right of way over all 
other traffic and arrived in La- 
Grange in the middle of the after- 
noon. Trucks were ready to carry 


the supplies from there to West 
Point and were dispatched soon aft- 
er the arrival of the train. They 
arrived in West Point at 9 o’clock 


at night, 

Supplies consisted of candles, 
lamps and oil, clothing and feod 
were assembled in short order and 
within three hours from the time 
that the call for assistance was re- 
ceived the special train was read 
to leave. Due to the quick wor 
on the part of the officials of the 
Red Cross this assistance will no 
doubt be the means of saving many 
lives, because of the absence of 
food and drinking water and the 
increasing cold weather. 

Immediately upon the reecipt of 
the distress call the Red Cross com- 
municated with Regional Director 
Winchell, and he ordered a special 


train placed at their disposal. 
Joseph L. Logan, director of civilian 
relief for the Red Cross, -and 
Legare Davis, director of publicity, 
were in charge. 

A hurry call was sent out to 
Camp Gordon and Camp Jessup for 
water tanks, and a number of these 
were sent along to be filled with 
fresh water at LaGrange. Medical 
authorities assert that there is great 
danger of an epidemic if the people 
give way to their thirst and drink 


the river water. 

The call for help came from J. 
Smith Lanier, head of the telephone 
company, and a prominent citizen of 
West Point. He reported that the 
light and power plant was out of 
order, the city under water and 
many persons in dire need of as- 
sistance. In addition to the above 
supplies dozens of blankets and cots 
were sent to relieve conditions since 
the flooded homes are no doubt in 
great need of these things.

Para, Brazil, December 6.—(By 
the Associatell Press.)—There is 
much speculation locally as to the 
steamship service which is to be 
maintained in the future betwe 
the United States and Para, at the 
mouth of the Amazon river, in 
view o fthe activity in development 
work which has been steadily i 
creasing since the begining of th 
year, and the increase in exports 
which will follow as a result, So 
far the service has been erratic, 
some weeks three or four steamers 
leave together for New York, and 
then there will not be another for” 
a month. 

Americans here are impatient. 
Speaking of the development of our 
foreign trade, an importer remark- 
ed to the Associated Press corre- 
spondent: “For heaven's sake, let 
us stop talking of what we are go- 
ing to do, and get busy!” This ac- 
curately sums up the attitude of 
most Americans here. They belie ye 
that if the United States its to ott 
her share of the trade of the Ama-? 
zon valley there is no time to be 
lost. 

Prior to the war the Booth Steam- 
ship company, of Liverpool, had 
virtually a monopoly of the trade 
of the valley. During the few 
years immediately preceding the 
war the Germans had been edging 


in and were steadily growing 
stronger, but at the outbreak hos- 
tilities these activities, of course, 
ceased. The Germans who took 
refuge in the south of Brazil when 
this country declared war are now 
beginning to come back to the 
Amazon, and are renewing thei 
efforts to gain a substantial foote 
hold. With the renewal of busi- 
ness activity since the armistice, 
the Booth line has not had enough 
steamers to handle the business.

Havana.

The steamer Cotopaxi, a UWhited 
States shipping board vessel, is now 
repaired and will leave shortly.

The Cotopaxi is a “fabricated” ship. 
She was on her way to Pernambuco 
with coal when she developed en- 
gine trouble and just managed to 
reach the mouth of the Amazon, 
where she ran aground.

Montgomery, Ala., December 10.— 
The Montgomery Light and Water 
Power company suffered a loss of 


between one and two million dol- 


lars last night when the dam at its 
hydro-electric power plant at Ta)l- 
lapoosa Falls, Ala., was swept away 
by flood, according to S. P. Ireland, 
general manager of the company. 
Pearl Thompson, negro, was 
drowned at Prattville last night on 


the™main street of the town when a 
creek flooded the business section 


of the place. 

The flood situation in central and 
south Alabama this morning was 
even more menacing than last night 
when the fury of the storm of 
Tuesday had subsided. Wetumpka 
and Prattville could not be reached. 
Eufaula reported the Chattahoochee 
river on a great rampage, and the 
river bridge between there and 
Georgetown, Ga., in baa condition, 
although no lives had been lost. 

At Comer, Ala., there was a deluge 
of rain and wind. At Prattville it 
was reported that the town was un- 
der 9 feet of water, the telegraph 
and telephone offices being inun- 
dated and abandoned. Portions of 
Wetumpka were also under water. 
Although the storm was considered 
one of the most disastrous in many 
years, there has been no lives re- 
ported lost, as yet. 

Selma reported a total rainfall of 
12.21 inches since Sunday night, and 
citizens of East Selma were forced 
to use boats in getting from house 


to house and from places in the 
business section to their homes, The

December 10.—With 
the exception of the main line of 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
north from this city to Birmingham 
all rail communication from_—ithis 
city is cut off as the result of heavy 
rains which have flooded ail rivers 
of this térritory far out of their 
banks. 

Rivers are still rising at all 
points heard from this evening and 
reports denote that the crest of 
the flood has not yet reached this 
part of the state. 

Different lines of the roads run- 
ning into Mobile dropped out one 
by one today and reports of wash- 
outs on all lines have been lost 
track of. The Louisville and Nash- 
ville local offices announced this 
afternoon that they did not know 
how long communication on their 
one open line could be maintained 
and discouraged tfavelers to any 
point in or near the flooded dis- 
tricts. 

Rise to Continue. 


Forecast made by local meteor- 
ologists today states that the Tom- 
bigbee river will rise tomorrow at 
a decreasing rate. The Black War- 
rior at Tuscaloosa will not exceed 
59 feet, when it will fall away some 
time tomorrow. The Alabama river 
will rise at Montgomery all day t0- 
day, the forecast reads, and will 
continue to do so until Friday night 
or Saturday morning befote _ the 
crest is reached. At Selma the river 
will rise until Sunday or Monday, 
according to the forecast. The wa- 
ter in sight indicates, the report 
says, a rise of from 55 to 56 feet at 
Montgomery and 56 to 57 feet at 
Selma, 

All trains on the Mobile and Ohio 
have been discontinued because of 
a bad washout between Mobile and 
Meridian. ‘Twenty-five miles of 
track is inundated. Another wash- 
out is reported on this road between 
Enterprise and Quitman. M.’‘J. Wise, 
superintendent of operationg for the 
line, stated tonight that it may be 
six days before traffic can be re- 
sumed. : 

The G. M. & N, received a report 
of a bad washout on its line at 
Laurel. Crews of workmen have 
been rushed to that point and it is 
hoped that traffic can be resumed 
over that strip of track tomorrow. 

L. & N. is Busy. 

The L. & N. open line is doing the 
heaviest business in its history. A 
half-dozen other roads are using the 
line. The Seminole limited and the 
Dixie flyer, two of the well-known 
train between Chicago and Jackson. 
ville, Fla., are being routed over the 
L. & N. to Montgomery, owing to a 
break in the tracks of the N. C. & 
St. L. From Montgomery the trains 
are being delivered to the Atlantic 
Coast Line for operation to Jack- 
sonville. 

An embargo has been placed on 
all dead freight moving north of 
Montgomery, according to announce- 
ment made by Assistant Superin- 
tendent W. M. Boykin of the L. & N. 
Only a small amount of perishable 
freight is being handled.

We all know how charming 
is a bit of handwork on a gown; the 
house needs it just as much, and not 
merely an impersonal stamped de- 
sign covered by a perfunctory 
needle and silk, but a truly signifi-

People are being urged to do their entertaining early, to arrive at 
the hour upon which they are invited, and to depart at a reasonable 
hour, thus conserving light and labor, This a rational observance, fot 
only in connection with entertainments at private residences, but those 
larger entertainments given at social clubs where patrons expect ade- 
quate service and good service. 

When dinner is announced for eight o’clock, and the guests are 
expected at that hour, servants are engaged for- that time, and ar- 
rangements made for the serving of the meal at that hour. 

Such dinners are not cooked according to the European plan, but 
to be served table d’hote style, therefore all cooked at the same time 
by the same kitchen force. If out of two hundred guests invited at 
eight o’clock, only twenty arrive in time, and the other one hundred 
and eighty guests arrive anywhere between eight o’clock and nine, 
one can see the confusion which must take place in the kitchen, and 
in the matter of general service. 

The food cooked for service at 8 o’clock and not served until 
nine, is not according to the taste of people who know what good 
cooking is, and yet that happens at Atlanta’s social clubs continually. 
Again in the course of a dinner-dance, when guests desire to dance 
afterward, and arrive to eat their dinner at eight o’clock, they are 
ready to dance before other guests arrive to be served for dinner. 
The first guests must therefore wait for the tardy ones to eat, 
for if the twenty did insist on dancing it can be imagined what would 
happen to the waiters bringing in the food to the one hundred and 
eighty late diners. 

Now, if the majority of people who attend dinner-dances prefer 
dining at nine o’clock, why not so inform the club management, and 
have it understood that people are willing in order to dine late, to give 
up the hour of dancing which would have to be thus sacrificed, if the 
party is to end at a reasonable hour, and in spirit with the musician’s 
union?

_ View of the Plan.

TO DRAG WHOLE WORLD 
INTO HUGE GAMBLE. 


London, December 1.—(Special.)— 
The French lottery loan is a matter 
of immense importance to England 
and as it seems likely to react on 
the finances of the latter in a phe- 
nomenal way, it becomes doubly im- 
portant to America. America is, 
moreover, likely herself to be af- 
fected both directly and indirectly 
by the developments in train. Brief- 
ly: if France has a lottery loan Eng- 
land must have one in self-defense; 
and if England has one, will it force 
America to a similar defensive? 

The French proposal is hailed with 
accmalation by all parties in 
france. Definite authorization of 
the French chamber of deputies is 
not expected before early in De- 
cember, but the outlines are suffi- 
cientiy plain and are not likely to 
be altered considerably. It is ine 


‘tended to issue a loan on which lit<. 


tle or no interest will be paid, its 
attractiveness depending upon the 
enormous number of prizes that will 
accompany the drawing of bonds, In- 
vestors cannot lose their momey. It 
will be repaid in any event in full, 
and they may win as much as $250,- 
000 on one bond in addition. Wise- 
ly handled, this sum represents com- 
fort-and independence for life. Is it 
to be wondered that the loan is the 
subject of conversation everywhere 
in this country, and that the banks 
are absolutely inundated with in- 
quiries from customers who intend 
to invest in it, unless our own gov-. 
ernment—as in all probability it will. 
-—quickly makes up its mind to fdl- 
low suit? That it is actually con- 
Sidering such a step shows the 
modified imitation of the French 
depth of the feeling in favor of a 
plan, a feeling that most of the 
newspapers are now Voicing loudly. 
Popular opinion is almost unquali- 
fled in its approval of the idea. The 
financial experts, who are awake to 
the danger of permitting the French 
to drain away a large proportion of 
our invested cash, are seemingly 
unanimous in recommending means 
of prevention, however politely they 
camouflage the object of their sug- 
gestions in deference to the suscepti- 
bilities of our valued Gallic allies. 
Seeing that the last British lottery 
was drawn in October, 1826, nearly 
& hundred years ago, and that many 
leading Englishmen have in the past 
denounced the immorality of the 
methods by which their predecessors 
raised money in Napoleanic times, it 
is notable enough that the opposi- 
tion so far displayed is feeble. The 
change is to be accounted for by the 
shedding of a great deal of insular 
ignorance as to the continental im- 
provements of the old system of lot- 
teries, and has been aided by the 
craving for the addition of a little 
excitement to the drudgery of every- 
day existence which is one of the 
after effects of the war. For the 
time being the Puritan spirit is over- 
laid by it. The decline of the mid- 
dle class with its peculiarly strin- 
gent views on the “respectable” in 
public finance has opened the 
ground to a more practical treat- 
ment of the needs of the moment.

mous though not unmanageable load 
of debt, should debar itself from 
standing comfortably upright on its 
feet for the sake of reasserting out- 
worn principles beloved by a former 
generation, would be absurd, as ab- 
surd as if it refused to recognize 
the march of modern scienc@and in- 
vention. Nowadays the favorite 
methods of raising money by those 
who appeal to the inborn desire for 
betterment, which is equally univer- 
sal and legitimate, as well as to the 
demand for an absolutely secure in- 
vestment, is by way of premium 
bonds and this is the method which 
it is confidently expected our legis- 
lators will prefer. 

At present our government has to 
pay 5 per cent on a large propor- 
tion of the outstanding loans and is 
reduced to borrowing from the 
banks by the sale of treasury bills. 
The result of the Victory loan does 
not warrant another appeal on sim- 
ilar lines. The support to be ex- 
pected would be hopelessly inade- 
quate. But censider the possibili- 
ties of an issue of premium bonds, 
giving a steady 2 per cent and mak- 
ing an appeal to every class in the 
land by the offer of prizes of suf- 
ficient magnitude to attract, while 
at the same time repayment in full 
is guaranteed by a sinking fund. 
The prizes and fund together will 
cost the state only 1% per cent or 
so extra, or 3% per cent in all. 
Conversion of existing holdings of 
government stock would be encour- 
aged by suitable terms and in the 
ease of individuals there is no 
doubt of the response. The holdings 
of corporations are less likely to be 
affected. 

In fairness, comparisons should 
really be instituted between the 
present 5- per cent brsis and, the 
suggested 2 per cent, plus only 
whatever is assigned to» the prize 
fund, since redemption by means of 
a sinking fund is a necessity In 
both cases. Consequently the sav- 
ing to the exchequer may -be as 
high as 2 per cent on the amount 
converted—that is to say, $20,000,- 
000 on every $1,000,000,000 of debt. 

The French plan of an undiluted 
lottery loan is worlds removed from 
the old-time lotteries, which drew 
down condemnation from most 
thinking people as being pernicious 
gambling, leading to excesses in all 
directions and alleged to be respon- 
sible at one time for over 100 sut- 
cides in Paris for one year. This 
was because there was no provision 
for the return of capital. This out- 
standing feature of modern lottery 
issues has converted them into an 
investment which the most prudent 
may consider. The French loan ca- 
ters for those to whom interest is 
a matter of indifference compared 


‘with the possibility of winning one 


of the large and numerous prizes. 
The suggested English scheme re- 
flects the essential national spirit 
of compromise and has the advan- 
tage of yielding at least some an- 
nual interest to investors. It will 
be interesting to see how the re- 
spective loans appeal to the inhab- 
itants of Spain, Holland, Switzer- 
land, Scandinavia and other coun- 
tries, not forgetting America, which 
is expected to subscribe very heav- 
ily. Incidentally this will help the 
restoration of the foreign exchange 
rates and thus assist trade through- 
outt he world. 
Attractive Booklets. 

Thanks to the kindness of & 
Greek banker I have before me @s 
I write the attractive booklet of a 
Brussels pre-war agency for the 
sale of premium bonds, It describes 
briefly the type of bonds dealt in. 
all redeemable at fixed periods by 
drawing, either with prizes or at 
their full nominal values, and is- 
sued by continental governments 
and large towns. The sale of these 
to English clients has long been 
tolerated, but not openly approved. 
and it is difficult to imagine why 
they were not adopted as a means 
of raisiing money in this country 
long before. Inherited prejudice 
seems the one and only real ex- 
planation. Many covetable prizes 
are mentioned and it is explained 
most carefully that money invested 
eannot be lost if only clients will 
have the sense to deal with repu- 
table firms, for there have always 
been rascally and rapacious deal- 
ers to take advantage of the ignor- 
ant by charging exhorbitant prices 
or selling inferior bonds. The mar- 
ketability of the bonds ts alluded 
to. They are readily saleable and 
the fortunes of thousands who have 
risen to otherwise unattainable af- 
fluence ts dilated upon so attrac- 
tively that it is no wonder an im- 
mense sale of bonds was achieved 
by the agency. It is a singular cir- 
cumstance that prizes of large 
amounts often lay unclaimed for 
years, although the numbers of 
drawn bonds are widely published 
and list of unclaimed prizes freely 
circulated. 

In the case of issues by France 
and England agents will be appoint- 
ed in America and Canada for the 
receipt and forwarding of subscrip- 
tions and no risk need be incurred 
by transmission direct.

Carranza Ignores Notes. 

Three notes have been dispatched 
within six- months, but it was said 
today that President Carranza had 
not replied to any of them. The 
first went forward last June 18, 
the second on October 1 and the. 
third on November 18. In the first 
two the state department specifi- 
cally protested against the action 
of the Mexican. government in pre- 
yenting the drilling of new wells 
on property owned by Americans 
and insisted upon more adequate 
protection of Americans working in 
the Tampico oil region. 

The note of November 18 was 
dispatched after receipt of official 
information that Carranza soldiers 
had seized another American owned 
well on November 12. 

It was learned today that Mexi- 
can military forces at various times 
during the past month have stop- 
ped drilling operations of Ameri- 
can companies on the pretext that 
“permits’ ’to drill had not been ob- 
tained. In order to obtain the “per- 
mits” foreign oil companies must 
agree in advance that such wells as 
may be drilled would become the 
property of the Mexican govern- 
ment. The United States has re- 
peatedly protested against these 
decrees in particular. 

Not in Defiance. 

Certain American owned compa- 
nies desiring to increase oil produc- 
tion to meet the present fuel oil 
shortage in the United States, it 
was said, have drilled wells without 
admitting the loss of their property 
by such acts. 

The state department, both in for- 
mal notes and in informal communi- 
cations, was said to have informed 
the Mexican government that this 
action by the American companies 
was not in defiance of the Mexican 
authorities, but only the exercising 


of rights acquired under Mexican 
law. 


Announcement that Chairman 
Payne had communicated with the 
president and Secretary Lansing re- 
garding the Mexican oil situation 
was made by Representative Gould, 
republican, of New York, who ac- 
companied the oil men to the ship- 
ping board. Mr. Payne would not 
discuss the matter, explaining that 
it was now in the hands of the 
president and the state depart- 
ment, 


Would Embarras Board. 


It was understood, however, that 
the chairman informed the president 
that a stoppage of oil production 
in Mexico seemed threatened and 
that should this occur. the board 
would be seriously embarrassed in 
operating its vast fleet of steam- 
ers. Reserve supplies now in hand, 
the president was said to have been 
told, would last only a few weeks 
and with the Mexican supply cut 
off most of the oil burning ships 
would have to be laid up as the 
companies under contract to supply 
the board with oil receive the bulk 
of their supplies from Mexico. 

The oil shortage has become so 
acute, it was said in official cir- 
cles, that the shipping board is 
withholding a call for bids until the 
companies are able to increase their 
available supplies. The navy de- 
partment and railroad administra- 
tion also were said to be facing 
a more or jess serious situation. 


In his statement on the situation, 
Representative Gould, attacked the 
administration’s attitude toward 
Mexico and said the president now 
has before him Senator Fall’s mem- 
orandum concerning “the bolshevis- 
tic activities of the Carranza gov- 


of the practical effects upon our 
social life of Mr. Carranza’s ‘neigh- 
borly’ attentions. , 

“In view of this information,” he 
continued, “it will be hard for one 
of President Wilson’s alert intellect 
to escape the suspicion that the 
Mexican government deliberately 
seeks to aggravate the existing in- 
dustrial unrest in this country by 
adding to the seriousness of the 
fuel famine here. 

“The responsibility for the whole 
situation rests with President Wil- 
son. Just so long as we continue 
to putter along with ‘watchful 
waiting,’ so long will the Mexican 
menace to our political and indus- 
trial peace continue and grow.” 
MEXICAN SENATE’ 

‘ADOPTS OIL BILL. 

Mexico City, December 10.—The 
senate today adopted the petroleum 
bill submitted by the president, 
which acts as an amendment to 
article 27 of the constitution. The 
bill now goes to the lower house 
for approval. 

The senate’s action means the de- 
feat of the special petroleum com- 
mission which several weeks ago 
submitted a proposed law which has 
been the subject of much discus- 
sion and acrimonius charges on the 
floor of the senate that several 
members of the commission are as- 
sociated with foreign oil interests. 
FALL PROBE 
CONTINUES. 

Washington, December 10.—Fur- 
ther testimony taken by the Fall 
committee investigatin Mexican 
affairs, made public today, pic- 
tures the Carranza government as 
regarding all diplomatic protests of 
the American government as per- 
functory and accredits to officials 
of the Mexican government a policy - 
of driving Americans out of the 
country. 

The committee today made public 
the testimony of W. F. Buckley, an 
American lawyer long resident in 
Tampico, and one of the well-known 
men of the American colony in Mex- 
ico, in which he said: 

“Luis Cabrera (Mexican minister 
of finance) told me very frankly,” 
testified Buckley, “that the menace 
of the American in Mexico must be 
removed and that the only way to 
do this was to drive him out of the 
country and take his property.” 


View of Wilson. 


“He explained to me,” the witness 
continued, “that Mr: Wilson was 
what he was pleased to term ‘an 
advanced liberal, a great democrat,’ 
whose concern was for the welfare 
of the people of the world, and was 
not limited to the narrow bounds 
of the United States. He said Mr. 
Wilson was opposed to capital in 
Mexico and everywhere else, no 
matter to whom the capital belong- 
ed, and that in expelling the Amer- 
ican’ from Mexico the constitutional- 
ists would receive the sympathy of 
the American government.” 

Buckley assailed the attitude of 
the oil companies in Mexico. 

he Mexican situation has been 
made too much of an oil question,” 
he told the committee, “and has 
been confused too much with oil. 
*The oil companies have suffered and 
are entitled to relief, but their suf- 
fering has been nothing as compared 
to that of the American of smaller 
means,” 

The oil companies, Buckley charg- 
ed, had a weak and vacillating pol- 
icy, “very similar to that of the 
American government in handling 
the general Mexican situation.” 

Bribery Rampant. 

“The oil company, able to fight,” 
Buckley said, “has not had the cour- 
age to do so and has fallen back on 
the one alternative—bribery. There 
is not one of the foreicn oil compa-

Washington, December 10.—Fur- 
ther light was thrown on President 
Carranza’s alleged friendship for the 


Russian soviet government, serv- 
ing to explain the recall of Perez, 
brother-in-law of the late President 
Francisco Madero, from his post as 
minister to Japan today in infor- 
mation received from Mexico. 

Romero was educated in the Unit- 
ed States and is a friend of Amer- 
icans. It is said that his protests 
against using the Mexican legation 
at Tokio as a clearing house for 
communications with Lenine and 
Trotzky brought about the recall. 
|Romero is: succeeded at Tokio by 
Juan B. Rojo. son-in-law of Am- 
bassador Bonillas, and formerly 
counsellor of the Mexican embassy 
here. Roio was formerly a ste- 
nographer in the law office of Louis 
Cabrera, now minister of finance, 
and is said to be completely under 
Cabrera’s influence. 

From the advice it would appear 
that Carranza for some time has 
entertained the idea of recognizing 
the soviet government of Russia. 
and to that end, two years ago, he is 
said to have instructed Peret Ro- 
mero, then minister at Tokio, to get 
into communication with Lenine 
and Trotaky. As Romero is said to 
have a sed at once agajnst the 
idea, C@arranza, it is renorted, at- 
tempted to use for this purpose 
Juan RPurns. formerly Mexican con- 
sul st New York, whom he appoint- 
ed consul general at Tokio. But 
the Japanese government, it is said. 
after investigating Burns, declined 
to recognize him. He was never- 
the less kent in Tokio with a view, 
it is claimed, to getting through the 
Japanese and Russian lines in Si- 
beria and making his wav to Mos- 
cow, where he was to be dinlomatic 
agent to the Bolshevik government. 


Romero Protested. 


Romero is said to have protested 
to Carranza against Burns’ radical 
indiscretions and to have succeeded 
in having most of Burns’ staff re- 
called, At the same time he is re- 
puted to have fixed matters with 
the Tokio governmena_ so _ that 
Burns’ cables could only be sent 
with the legation’s approval. Car- 
ranza, however, is claimed to have 
approved Burns’ activities and re- 
called Romero, leaving Burns in To- 
kio, where he is still reported to be 
trying to*get into communication 
with bolshevik agents. 

Denouncing the American press in 
unlimited terms, Luis Cabrera, min- 
ister of the Mexican treasury, who 
has been bitterly hostile to the 
United States throughout his career. 
declared that the newspapers of 
the United States “absolutely 
without exceptions,” are venal and 
yellow, according to an interview 
published in The Universal of Mexi- 
co City, December 4, copies of which 
reached Washington today. 

Cabrera is quoted in The Uni- 
versal as saying that the interna- 
tional impasse has neither the seri- 
ousness nor the importance that the 
sensational press of the United 
States wished to attribute to it. He 
declares that .the only connection 
he had with the Jenkins case was 
that he was the brotaer of the gov- 
ernor of Puebla, “a circumstance 
which I cannot avoid.” 

Attacks American Press. 


He was told by newspaper men 
who interviewed him that he was 
considered responsible for the vio- 
lent government attacks upon Jen- 
kins and for the charges that are 
now held against the American con- 
Sular agent for which he had been 
criticised in the American press. 
This, says The Universal, irritated 
him and he said, “in order to be 
a friend of the United States I 
acts, and that would be difficult: 
but to be an enemy, it is just 
enough for you to say it.” 

Cabrera, according to the re- 
port, said that the American press 
had always distinguished itself by 
“its sensationalism and by the ve- 
nality of its editorial forces.” 

“Absolutely without exception,” 
he said, “the American press is no 
press at all; it is just a batch of 
ambitions placed at the service of 
rotten politicians, “Anything,” 
he added, “you may ascribe to me as 
saying about the American press 
wlil fall short of expressing my 
opinion of it.’ 

Comment on Interview.” 

Commenting on the interview, 
The Universal says: 

“Senor Cabrera continued at 
length, letting loose his ministerial 
wrath against. dur colleagues on the 
other side of the Rio Grande as to 
whose enmity he is wholly indif- 
ferent inasmuch as he does not take 
them seriously. He blames them 
for making the Jenkins case a se- 
rious international affair by the 
sensational attitude which, he said, 
tends to increase the difficulties be- 
tween the twa countries.” 

Cabrera asked if what he said 
described the attitude of President 
Carranza and he is reported as re- 
plying angrily that it was his own 
Opinion that he was expressing. 
Parenthetically The Universal says 
‘we have a sigh of relief that Ca- 
brera is not our president.” 

Cabrera is further quoted as say- 
ing: “The press should do nothing, 
can do nothing and knnows how to 
do nothing.” When he was accused 
of writing the notes on the Jenkins 
case and was told that the literary 
Style was like his, he is reported 
to have again become angry and to 
have denied that he had written the 
notes, declaring that he had enough 
to do in his own department.

and approving the movement look- 
ing toward production of American 
Sugar for American consumption 
were adopted at the closing session 
today of the Southern Commercial 
Congress. 

The southern house of governors 
was urged to call a southern re- 
clamation congress for the purpose 
of recommending the passage by 
congress of legislation that would 
authorize federal co-operation with 
state and local authorities in land 
reclamation, and to individually and 
collectively work for a program to 
stamp out tuberculosis. 

J. A. Rountree, director of the 
United States Good Roads associa- 
tion, speaking on “highways in re- 
lation to. distribution.” advocated 
the passage by congress of the 
Townsend act providing for the es- 
tablishment of a rederal highway 
commission.

Trade relations” between the

Besides these, the minister from 
Bulgaria, Stephen .Panaretoff, and 
Mr. Ceccato, commercial attache 
from Italy, were present. 

The South American representa- 
tives were all of one accord in 
offering the good offices of their 
countries to develop the trade of 
the southern section of the United 
States with their respective coun- 
tries. 

' Yo Fight-Tuberculosis. 


The congress pledged itself in res- 
olutions adopted today to support 
the war against tuberculosis under- 
taken by the house of southern gov- 
ernors; to work for the establish-. 
ment of departments of health and 
of education on a par with other 
cabinet positions; to support the 
American Cotton association in its 
undertaking on behalf of the south- 
ern planters, and to secure better 
methods of baling, handling and 
shipping cotton. |

tomorrow morning on a boat fur- 
nished by the United States govern- 
ment to inspect the proposed route 
of the St. Mary’s-St. Mark’s canal. 
The trip will be under the auspices 
of the acting secretary of commerce, 
Edwin Sweet, and the delegates will 
be entertained at St. Mary’s and 
Fernandina, Fla., By the respective 
boards of trade of those towns. 

Morning Session. 

At the morning session of the 
congress Thomas R. Preston, presi- 
dent Hamilton National bank of 
Chattanooga, delivered an address 
on “How labor can win its way and 
help in the solution of economic 
problems.”

A round table discussion 
of “agricultural organization and 
finance” followed and was partici- 
pated in by Harry H. Root, treas- 
uerer of the Farm Loan bank, third 
district: J. W. Harris, commission- 
er of agriculture of South Carolina, 
and Harry D. Wilson, commissioner 
of agriculture of Louisiana.

“There is a very definite attempt 
being made,” said Dr. Inman, “to 
make Cuba, particularly Havana, the 
Monte Carlo of the western world. 
The winter season in Cuba gener- 
ally is gay,, but this year efforts 
will be made to add new attractions.

blast. 

“As Christians, we cannot get 
away from our duty to intervene. 
The home mission boards of the 
churches of the United States must 
take steps at once to set up an 
evangelical center in Havana to

loose in that city. The better ele- 
ment of the island recognizes the 
danger of the winter season as 
planned.” 

Dr. Inman said that 8,000 Ameri- 
cans had applied to the state de- 
partment for passports to Cuba for 
the winter season, and that by Jan- 
uary 1 the number would exceed 
100,000. 

Denial that the island was becom- 
ing a Monte Carlo was made today 
by Leopold Dolz, Cuban consul gen- 
eral at New York. He said there 
were no plans on foot to legalize 
roulette or other games that feature 
Monte Carlo. 

“Racing is attracting many Amer- 
icans to Havana this season as us- 
ual,” he said. “There is betting on 
the horses, as there is in New York 
city, with this difference: In Cuba 
the government protects the bet- 
tors; in New York the man who 
wins has no redress if the person 
with whom he laid a wager fails to 
pay. And it is legal in Cuba for 
one to buy a cocktail. In New York, 
according to the papers, you some- 
times can buy a drink, but it is not 
legal. 

“IT have never heard of any Eng- 
slish-speaking residents of the 


island objecting to racing and cock- 
tails. If they should raise any funds 
at all in this connection it wouli 
probably be for more of the same.”

The fire which destroyed the te- 
ceiving home of the Georga Chil- 
dern’s Home society Tuesday night, 
resulted in almost a total loss to 
the institution. The building was 
valued at about $10,000, but was in- 
sured for only $2,000... The furni- 
iure woud cost $2,000 to replace, and 
this was entirely uninsured. 

Work is to be begun on a new 
building as soon as the necessary 
funds are‘in hand. The public will 
be asked to help in order‘ that the 
work of the society, which pro- 
vides a temporary home for -chil- 
dren until their adoption, may not 
be handicapped.

Emma and Alex 
Doomed to Russia 
Declares Counsel 
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Washington, December 10.—De- 
portation of Emma Goldman and 
Alexander Berkman to “white 
guard” Russia would be equivalent 
to pronouncing death sentence upon 
them, Harry Weinberger, counsel for 
the two radical leaders, asserted in 
2 brief filed today with the supreme 
court in a final effort to prevent 
their removal from the ‘United 
States. 

The highest court was asked to 
receive an appeal from the action 
of Federal Judge Mayer, in New 
York, which dismissed an applica- 
tion for habeas corpus writs. Coun- 
sel both for the accused and the 
Bovernment were ‘permitted to sub- 
mit briefs. 

Admitted Anarchists. 

Weinberger, in his brief, admitted 
that his clients were anarchists, but 
contended there was insufficient ev- 
idence to warrant deportation, and 
charged that the secretary of labor 
“exceeded his jurisdiction and dis- 
cretion” in issuing the deportation 
order. Constitutionality of the 
statutes under which it was issued 
2lso was attacked, and at this point 
counsel said that deportation to the 
“white guard” country of Denikine, 
Kolchak and Yudenitch would he 
equivalent to a death sentence., 

“Discontent based on economic 
conditions,” the brief said, “sre not 
solved by jails, injunctions or ban- 
ishments, now called deportations. 
The present hysteria of public offi- 
cials should not interfere with the 
judicial rendering of justice to even 
the most unpopular citizen or alien 
holding the most unpoputar views 
at the most unpopular time. 

Willing to Ge. 

“As a matter of fact, these Rus- 
sian aliens, harried and bullied and 
jailed, are willing to go back to 
Russfa at once if the inhuman block- 
ade against Russia is raised, or even 
if the doors were opened to allow 
them to go at their own expense to 
their own country.” 

Any action which would delay 
deportation was opposed in the gov- 
ernment’s brief, which declared the 
defendants a menace to _ society. 
Should the appeal be granted, the 
government asked that bail be re- 
fused pending final determination. 

In granting Weinberger permis- 
sion to seek an appeal for error, 
Judge Mayer gave him until 4 p. m. 
tomorrow to perfect his writ and it 
wa s believed the suvreme court 
would take notice of this in reaching 
a decision. -

Washimgton, December 10.—War- 
ren G. Harding, of Marion, Ohio, is 
the man with whom the conserva- 
tive leaders of the republican party 
hope to carry the convention at 
Chicago next June and the presiden- 
tial election in November. 

This fact had been stated fre- 
quently in Washington of late, but 
always some doubts as to its ac- 
curacy were raised. There appears 
“to be slight basis for any such 
skepticism now. It is the informa- 
tion that party managers will carry 
away from the meeting of their na- 
tional committee, and “Harding

talk” may be expected to grow more: 


pronounced very soon. The plain 
fact is that the men now dominat- 
ing the national party organization, 
the men who stood by the party 
nominee in 1912, do not want 
Leonard Wood. Their whole pro- 
gram seems to be shaping itself 
along lines that might prevent his 
nomination. He would be acceptable 
to them only after they failed to 
carry the convention first for Sen- 
ator Harding, or then for Governor 
Lowden. 

It was surprising to note the mod- 
{ification of the Wood talk today. 
The hotel lobbies hummed with it 
yesterday. The change was ascrib- 
ed to nothing Jess than the intima- 
tions by the old-line leaders and 
their friends that Wood was not 
their first choice. They. want Hard- 
ing. Unable to nominate him, they 

‘yin support Lowden. 
Wood Managers’ Plians. 

The Wood managers hope to en- 
ter the convention with enough in- 
etructed delegates to keep him in 
the lead on the early ballots, and 
then when the bubbles of the “fa- 
vorite sons” “fade and die,” to hold 
his own with Harding and Lowden 
in the division of “fayorite-son” 

" votes. 
This is just what the leaders of 


the conservative wing do not hope 


or expect will happen. They believe 
that after the “favorite sons” have 
received their little compliments 
their strength will be thrown to 


Harding. The senator from Ohio 
will, of course, have several states 
besides his own on the first ballot, 
and the party leaders are playing 
a skillful game to have the bulk of 
the “favorite-son” vote thrown to 
him on succeeding ballots. They are 
encouraging “favorite-son” move- 
ments in many states, the cam- 
paigns being handled by conserva- 
tive managers. 

Party leaders from western 
states, where the Harding boom had 
not been well established, were sur- 
prised today to learn of the very 
decided strength he has with the 
eastern leaders. The Ohio senator 
received a large delegation of 
Ohioans at the capitol this after- 
noon. The ovation accorded him 
was so noisy that Senator La Fol- 
lette, of Wisconsin, speaking in the 


senate on the railroad bill, could 
not be heard. Because of threats of

Followed Indorsement. 


This step came after the repub- 
lican delegation in congress from 
Indiana had indorsed the senator, 
who had expected to control the 
State vote at Chicago. Governor 
Goodrich’s friends objected to the 
unanimous indorsement of Senator 
Watson on the ground that he also 
was a candidate for the nomination. 

Will Hays was called in to adjust 
the trouble. He declined at first, 
not desiring to be a party to a fac- 
tional fight in his home state. His 
objections were overruled on the 
ground that he would try to 
straighten out such a tangle in any 
other state. The withdrawal of Sen- 


ator Watson resulted, It is not be-. 


lieved that Governor Goodrich will 
be indorsed, but that efforts will be 
made to have the Indiana delega- 
tion instructed for Harding. 

The selection of Chicago and of 
June 8 as the place and time for 
holding the national convention was 
announced late this afternoon, after 
the committee had been in session 
for several hours. Selection of mem- 
bers of the enlarged committees to 
handle policies and convention mat- 
ters was announced soon thereafter, 
thus completing the business ses- 
sion of the committee. Henry 5S. 
Jackson, of Georgia, was appointed 
a member of the finance committee. 


Address Open Session. 


Governor Sproul, of Pennsylvania, | 


speaking for the east; Governor 
McKelvie, of Nebraska, representing 
western sentiment, and Mrs. Medill 
McCormick, of Illinois, outlining the 
women’s viewpoint, addressed an 
open session of the committee this 
morning. Governor Sproul outlined 
the democratic issues of the cam- 
paign, drawing special attention to 
the inefficiency of the Wilson ad- 
ministration, and the need for defi- 
nite constructive policies to handle 
the industrial situation. He was 
especially forceful in his reference 
to the Mexican policy of the admin- 
istration, and demanded that con- 
structive, business-like handling of 
the public business succeed the 
“muddling ideals” of the democrats, 

Mrs. McCormick, the wife of the 
junior senator from Illinois, who is 
opposed to ratification of the peace 
treaty with or without reservations, 
came nearer than any of the speak- 
ers to bringing that issue into the 
session, by her demand for “an 
America of Americans.” 

Governor McKelvie referred to the 
manner in which the democrats had 
sought to “play” the farmer, labor 
and capital against one another for 
political purposes, to the undoing of 
the party. He declared that in Ne- 
braska “they are praying for a 
closed season on democrats so that 
the party will not become entirely 
extinct.” 

At the executive meeting of the 
republican national committee Sen- 
ator Reed Smoot introduced the fol- 
lowing resolution, which passed 
unanimously: 

“The national republican commit- 
tee recommend to republican legis- 
latures to ratify the federal woman 
suffrage amendment. It congratu- 
lates the 18 republican states. in- 
cluded in the 22 which have already 
acted, and urges that special ses- 
sions in the other states be called 
on February to complete ratifi- 
eatio€..”

READY, IS REPORT 
OF STATE BUREAU | 


That the state bureau of markets 
has met with splendid response from 
holders of fuel wood in its efforts 
to secure the use of wood to relieve 
the suffering from lack of coal, and 
that the bureau is in position to lo- 
cate wood in every section of the 


state, is announced in a statement 
given out yesterday by that insti- 
tution.

This bureau is now in 
position to locate wood in every section of 
the state. 

Do not wait until ice is on the ground— 
commence now; substitute wood for. coal 
where possible. Lay in a supply sufficient 
for 60 days. Why wait until our poor are 
freezing, and the wheels of large factories 
stop for lack of fuel? 

The forests of Georgia can furnish a part 
of the necessary fuel for another hundred 
years. We should do away with a system 
which makes us dependent solely on one 
source of fuel. We should not permit the 
happiness, comfort and even the lives of 
our people to become subject to the ca-

abor.

DENIES JENKINS 
WAS IMPLICATED 


Mexican Bandit Who Ab- 
ducted American Con- 
sul Publishes Statement 
in Mexican Newspaper. 


Los Angeles, December 10. — A 
putative statement by Frederico 
Cordova, Mexican bandit, who kid- 
napped William O. Jenkins, Ameri- 
can consular agent at Puebla, de- 
nying that Jenkins had been im- 
plicated in the kidnapping, recently 
appeared in Revolution, a Mexican 
newspaper, a copy of which has 
been received here. 

The statement gave a circumstan- 
tial account of the kidnapping, 
which it. declared, was inspired by 
Cordova’s desire to “antagonize the 
dictatorial government of Carranza.” 

The statement said in part: 

*T declare for once and for all, 
that I personally, accompanied by 
four of my subalterns and without 
any outside interference, consuma- 
ted the abduction of the consul and 
I have been observing with interest 
the proceedings of the Carranzista 
authorities to ‘clear up the mystery 
of the Jenkins’ case,’ and I can 
scarcely believe that in their arbi- 
trariness and their savage attacks 
they have selected as a mark per- 
sons who are completely innocent.” 

The statement declares that but 
for the efforts of Mr. Jenkins, the 


British consular agent would have 
been kidnapped at the same time, 
and concludes with a declaration 
that a copy of the document has 
been sent the American embassy at 
Mexico City.

ferman declared that a military po- 
lice company had to be organized 
at Le ans because many com- 
plaints had been received from the 
French of “dangerous criminals.”

Captain Usameved. 


Captain. Detzer appeared before 
the court in uniform, wearing two 
gold service stripes. He is more 
than six feet tall and weighs 200 
pounds. He appeared unmoved as 
the charges were read and to each 
of the twenty-eight specifications 
entered a plea of not guilty. 

Sergeant Madden, of Pittsburg, 
once a member of the Pennsylvania 
state constabulary, was not in court. 
He will be tried at the end of the 
present case. Sergeant Hoyt has not 
been arrested and, according to the 
judge advocate, deserted in France. 


JESSE E. MERCER 
HERE TO ENFORCE 
PROHIBITION LAW 


Plans for the enforcement of the 
prohibition laws in Georgia were 
revealed Tuesday by Jesse E. Mer- 
cer, newly-appointed chief inspec- 
tor for this state by the commis- 
sioner of internal revenue. 

Visiting the opening sessions of 
the different courts over the state, 
interviewing prominent people in- 
terested in enforcement of prohibi- 
tion laws and endeavoring t@ cre- 
ate a healthy public sentiment for 
obedience to the law are some of 
the phases of the new plans. 

“I shall make every effort to se- 
cure the co-operation of all the 
newspapers,” Mr. Mercer said, “and 
every available agency, religious, 
social, fraternal or civic.

Good wishes and 
words of recognition are to be ad- 
dressed, therefore, to all those who 
contributed towards the develtop- 
ment of this new branch of manu- 
facture. We hope that this new 
leaf in the history of the Krupp 
works will help to maintain and 
even add to the old decp-founded 
reputation it enjoys.

1 
theréfore ask you, Alfred, as their 
representative, to lead the Krupp 
engine towards its destination in the 
rebuilding of our life—to the future 
of Germany and the German people,”

FALL’S “INSIDE STUFF” 


When Senator Fall introduced 
his resolution to suspend diplo- 
matic relations with Mexico, with- 
draw recognition of the Carranza 
government, and to use the Ameri- 
can army and navy to protect 
American interests on the border 
and south from the Rio Grande, he 
assured the country that his con- 
cern was based upon evidence 
which would “astound the world.” 

Which assurance was important, 
if true; but to date he has pro- 
duced no evidence of a nature that 
would “astound” anybody, much 
less the world. 

All he has attempted to prove up 
to this time is that Mexico is honey- 
combed with bolshevistic and anti- 
United States sentiment, and that 
there are interests antagonistic to- 
ward President Wilson at work 
down there—just as ‘there are in 
the United States senate. 

It will require much more than 
evidence that Mexican consular 
officers and Mexican governmental 
officials at home have been instru- 
mental in the distrubution of red 
propaganda literature, either in 
Mexicc or in the United States, or 
in both countries, or anywhere 
else, to “astound.the world,” for 
there is nothing astounding in such 
evidence. 

And for that matter, even if 
charges based upon such evidence 
can be proven true they would not 
in themselves constitute a cause 
for war, nor would they even jus- 
tify suspension of diplomatic rela- 
tions. 

If Mexican officials and repre- 
sentatives have acted offensively in 
this country they cen be sent home. 
And if they have violated United 
States law, or the statutes of any 
State, they can be punished in a 
legal way by tLe courts in accord- 
ance with circumstances and the 
law, state or federal. No fighting 
nor shedding of blood is necessary 
in dealing with a situation of that 
sort. 

So, if Senator Fall has given the 
world the worst that he knows it 
is evident that he was trying to 
stir up a great anti-Mexican furor 
in the name of anti-bolshevism, and 
that he has failed. 

The American masses are not to 
be stampeded that easily. 

But if he really-has “insido stuff’ 
that is of world-astounding quality, 
he certainly owes it to the world, 
and especially to his country, to 
out with it, and terminate the piti- 
less suspense, 


THE FLOOD. 


Following a downpour that, in 
point of volume of: precipitation 
within the time covered, is with- 
out a precedent in the south, rivers 
throughout this whole section have 
been swollen to gigantic propor- 
tions, creeks have become rivers 
for the time being, and rivulets 
madly raging torrents. 

As a consequence, a vast amount 
of property damage has been done 
and more is to be expected before 
the peak of the flood is reached 
and the crisis passed, the time of 
hazard varying with distance from 
the mountains. | 
Atlanta has much to be thankful 
for in the fact that it is situated, 
with the single exception of one of 
its pumping stations and a few sur- 
rounding residences, upon well- 
drained ground above the danger 
line. For us the possibility of 
damage, beyond the flooding of 
basements and sewage mains by 
surface storm water, is exceedingly 
remote. 

But there are hundreds of neigh- 
boring cities, towns and communi- 
ties practically all of them, in fact, 
that lie within the coastal plains 
section of the southeast—that are 
not in such a position of security; 
and already tremendous loss of 
property has been reported. 

West Point, for instance, is said 
to be inundated to a depth of sevy- 
eral feet; which means fearful 
property loss and inevitable suffer- 
ing upon the part of its population. 
The extent of the damage thus 
far done has not been eveg approx- 
imately appraised, neither {is it 
known as yet whether or not any 
of the suffering communities will 
have need to ask the assistance of 
those more fortunate. 

But Atlanta should prepare to 
meet any possible emergency; and 
if such a call is made, be ready to 
respond without a moment’: need- 
less delay at a time when moments 
are golden. 

More than that, great, prosper- 
ous, generous-hearted as Atlanta 
is, and being practically’ immune 
from flood hazard, this fortunate 
city should not wait to be called 
upon, but should bestir itself and 
tender in advance any manner or 
degree of aid thai any suffering 
community may need or will ac- 
cept.

The people, from sul- 
tan to coolie, feel that they have 
been horribly persecuted of late by 
the Greeks; and they are crying 
aloud to the world for justice. The 
condition has created a growth of 
ardent nationalism and caused the 
organization of a real army which 


jis at the moment the most menacing 


force in Turkey. It is entirely with- 
in the range of possibilities that war 
may break out again between Tur- 
key and the allies. 

This anomalous condition causes 
many difficulties of civilization. 
Some phases of the development are 
surely deliberate utilization of re- 
cent events to cloak Turkey’s own 
sins, and to aid her in escaping 
punishment. 

From the day of the armistice 
Turkey, by and large, has been 
impenitent. Like Germany, she has 
been sorry she has lost, and sorry 
for herself; but not at all sorry for 
her own crimes. She has blamed 
Germany and blamed the Young 
Turk party; but she hag not blamed 
her own character and conduct 
thorughout the years. 

Turkey’s Monumental “Bluff.” 

More enlightened leaders, like the 
present sultan, have openly admit- 


ted. the enormity of the Armenian 
atrocities; but most of the public 
men have taken the viewpoint of 
the memorandum sent to Paris, re- 
citing the massacre of more than a 
miijilion and a half Moslems within 
the past five years by the Armenians 
—the most curious “bluff” presented 
to the peace conference. 


The prevailing note has been that 
Turkey has beén a consistent victim 
of foes within and false friends 


without during all recent history. 
With no sharp, drastic punishment 
of the most flagrant of her crimi- 
nals to bring her guilt home to her, 
Turkey has lived the past year in 
what might be called a fool’s para- 
dise—except that her folly hag ap- 
parently been successful: for all 
present indications are that both 
France and Great Britain are de- 
termined to retain the integrity of 
the old Turkish empire. at least as 
far eastward as Syria. 

When this fact sinks into the con- 
sciousness of civilization there will 
bea universal cry of execration from 
Christendom — unless Christendom 
has entirely lost its conscience. That 
Turkey should go has long been a 
determination of all justice loving 
people on earth. 


Why Greeks Hate the Turks. 
Bitterest of all the enemies of 


Turkey—even bitterer tnan the Ar- 
menians—have been the Greeks. 
Their score against the Turks has 
not only included their own na- 
tional extinction and oppression for 
a long period, as in the case of the 
Armenians, Bulgarians, Rumanians, 
Albanians, Syrians and Arabs, but 
it has also meant open and osten- 
tatious usurpation of “the glory that 
was Greece.” All the Hellenic pride 
in Byzantine rule and power and 
civilization has been affronted con- 
tinually by he presence of the 
sublime porte in the city which, in 
spite of all, still bears the Greek 
name of Constantine the Great. Ever 
since Greece revolted from Turkey 
anti-Ottoman feeling has been part 
of the fabric of Greek patriotism 
and religion. 

Fervor, rather than discretion, !s 
a Greek characteristic. So, since the 


recent defeat of Turkey, in which 
she had no part 
wild with plans for reprisal against 
the Turk and for extension of her 
own territory into what had been 
the Ottoman domain. 


The Favorite St. Sophia Legend, 

So far as the masses of Greek 
population were concerned, they 
expected Constantinople to be ree 


turned to Greece by the allies. 
Keener even than their desire for 
the fulfilment of this dream was 
the confidence that the Mosque of 
St. Sophia, the sixth century church 
which has ever been the pride and 
glory of Eastern Christians, would 
be straightway turned over to the 
Greek church, 

Even among educated persons 
there aré many who believe thatthe 
priests of St. Sophia, interrupted in 
a mass by the fall of Constanti- 
nople in 1453, defiled into a crypt 
singing their sacred office, and that 
when the Christians again pogsess 
the Church of St. Sophia those 
same monks, miraculously pre- 
served, will reappear and finish the 
mass. 

When the allies entered Constan- 
tinople the Greeks had made a huge 
national flag, the largest,  pre- 
sumably, in existence, and this they 
wanted to fly over St. Sophia. When 
prevented from doing so, they dis- 
played the flag by the Greek con- 
sulate, where the people fairly 
reverenced it. 

This repeated thwarting of Greek 
desires, the latter being continuous- 
ly fomented by a jingoistic press, 
has not improved the temper of the 
Ottoman Greeks. Instead of being 
made patient by delay, they have 
become only the more assertive. 

The bitterness of anti-Turkish 
Spirit on the part of the Greekg is 
responsible for the regrettable out- 
breaks in Smyrna and the hinter- 
land—outrages so grievous that an 
inter-allied commission has madean 
official investigation found the 
Greeks guilty and recommended 
their withdrawal from Smyrna. 


Where Greek and Turk Are En- 
trenched. 


All Turks, and many associated 


Moslems, have been tremendously 
inflamed by the Greek excesses, 
The Ottoman nationalists have or- 
ganized for war against the foe. In 
Asia Minor today the two armies of 
a hundred thousand Greeks and an 
unknown number of Turks, face 
each other across intrenchments, 
just as on the western front. How 
to get out the Greeks or to call off 
the Turks is a delicate problem for 
the allies. There igs far more feel- 
ing of ‘animosity in these armies 
than there ever was between the 
contending Turks and British 
forces. 

All sorts of international compli- 
cations impend. The _ alliance of 
Greece and France is threatened, for 
the French at present, following the 
example of the British, whom they 
have superseded in Turkish . favor 
for the moment, are taking the posi- 
tion that the Ottoman government 
should remain as it is, in Constanti- 
nople and Asia Minor. 

The Italians, long rivals of 
Greece, are reported to be encour- 
aging in practical ways the Turkish 
nationalist army which is arrayed 
afainst the Greek troops. 

If the Greek enterprise in Turkey 
fails altogether the fall of Veni- 
zelos is predicted, together with a 
revolution and the restoration of 
King Constantine. 

Meanwhile, forgetting all their 
own misdeeds and faults, the Turks 
are aflame with a nationalist pas- 
sion of resentment against Greece; 
and one would imagine, to hear 
their fervent declarations, that they 
are the most aggrieved nation in all 
the world. Certainly they are. no 
longer docile under decrees’ that 
may come from the allies.

Havelock: Ellis does not believe 
that such a thing as to dream that 
you are dreaming is possible. For 
his part, he says, he has never had 


any such experience, but admits 
that it has been borne witness to 
by many philosophers and other in- 
vestigators of dream phenomena 
from Aristotle and Synesius down 
to the present day. In this con- 
nection it may be reckoned that 
the literature of dream science is a 
large one and that the books writ- 
ten upon the subject by § learned 
and distinguished men from Aris- 
totle, the famous Greek philosopher 
who died 322 years before Christ 
and was the first to attempt a 
scientific investigation of the dream 
problem—down to Freud and Have- 
lock, would fill a considerable li- 
brary. 

Most of the scientists admit the 
fact of dreams within dreams and 
nearly everybody has had such an 


experience, even though Havelock 
has not. Havelock says that when 


in our dream we say to ourselves, 
“T am dreaming,” we are not asleep 
really, but have “emerged for a 
moment, without realizing it, to the 
waking surface of consciousness.” 
No one who has had such a dream 
will agree with him. The other 
scientists, admitting the dream 
within a dream, explain it in vari- 
ouse learned psychological ways. 


As for our mystic, he bothers him- 
self not at all about psychology, 
but declares that it is unlucky to 


dream that you are dreaming. For 
it means that somebody is going to 
deceive you and cheat you out of 
money or valuables. So if in some 
complicated or unpleasant dream 
your “dream-thought” says, “it’s all 
right any way; I am only 
dreaming,’ look carefully after your 
affairs and keep watch of those 
who are in a position to deceie 
you. Journeys, unless absolute 
necessary, are not recomme 
after such a dream. But its special 
warning is to be on the alert for 
cheats. .

Remember that, 
after four weeks’ 


discussion, not a 
Single sentence 
had béen writ- 
ten, and that 
when the con- 
vention WwW a 3s 
about to ad- 
journ Benjamin 
Franklin arose 
and addressed 
George Wash- 
ington, saying: “Mr.\President, we 
have gone back to ancient history 
for models of government, and ex- 
amined the different forms of those 
republics which now no longer ex- 
ist, and we have viewed modern 


states all around Europe. Groping 
in the dark to find political truth, 
how has it happened, sir, that we 
have not hitherto once thought of 
lights to illuminate our understand- 
ings? I have lived, sir, a long time, 
and the longer I live the more con- 
vincing proofs I see of this truth, 
that God governs in the affairs of 
men. And if a sparrow cannot fall 
to the ground without His notice, 
is it probable that an empire can 
arise without His aid? ‘Except the 
Lord build the house, they labor in 
vain that build it.’ I firmly believe 
this, and I also believe that with- 
out His compelling aid we shall 
succeed inthis undertaking no better 
than the builder of Babel. We shall 
be divided by our little partial lo- 
cal interests; our project will be 
confounded and we ourselves shall 
become a reproach and a byword 
down to future ages. And, what is 
worse, mankind may hereafter, 
from this unfortunate instance, de- 
spair of establishing government 


by human wisdom, and leave it to 
chance, war, conquest. 

“I, therefore, beg leave, sir, to 
move hereafter prayers imploring 
the assistance of heaven and its 


blessings upon our deliberations be 
held in this assembly every morn- 
ing before we proceed to business, 
and that one or more of the clergy 
of this city be requested to offi- 
ciate at that service.” Be it: re- 
membered, therefore, that from 
that very hour progress began to 
be made, light shone in, and the 
constitution was created that deé- 
served to be called by Pitt and 
jurke and Gladstone “the greatest 
political instrument ever struck off 
by the genius and purpose of man.” 
Therefore, the American people are 
called “‘back to the republic.” Dur- 
ing these perilous days we should 
recall those words of Daniel Web- 
ster, “When the mariner has’ been 
tossed for many days, im thick 
weather and on an unknown sea, he 
naturally avails himself of the first 
pause in the storm, the earliest 
glance of the sun, to take his lati- 
tude and ascertain how far the 
elements have driven him from his 
true course.” ‘‘Let us imitate this 
prudence, and before we drift 
farther upon the waves of this de- 
bate, let us return to the point 
from which we started, in ordér 
that we may ascertain where we 
are now.” In these days, when 
would-be leaders are steering Dy 
drifting clouds, and sail from one 
fogbank of expediency to another, 
the one duty of the hour is to re- 
turn to the constitution, that is 
the guiding star for ‘the pilgrim 
host—the star that will shine on 
after the clouds have been swept 
away by the winds; the star, this 
constitution, that is like a pillar or 
cloud by day and a pillar of fire by 
night. Following that. light, the 
pilgrim host will soon leave behind 
this desert and wilderness, with 
the dust and din of strife and revo- 
lution, and enter into the promised 
land of industry, liberty, law, peace 
and abiding prosperity. 


| Arabia: Alsace-Lorraine of East 


“Twelve per cent of ail the people 
in the world take their rules 
of conduct and laws of life from 
Mecca, and take a keen, personal 
interest in all that happens in Ara- 
bia and to Arabia.” 

That is why, according to a bulle- 
tion from the National Geographic 
society, the complicated problem of 
Arabia’s disposition portends so 
much to the future peace of the 
world. Quoting from a communica- 
tion by Frederick Simpich, the bul- 
letin continues: 

“In physical character, flora and 
fauna, Arabia is more like Africa 
than Asia. In, shape it is almost a 
triangle and it runs from northwest 
to southeast. It is bounded on the 
east, south and west by the Persian 
gulf, the Arabian sea and the Red 
sea respectively; on the north it 
joins Syria. Ag Josephus of old 
wrote, ‘Arabia is a’country that joins 
on Judea.’ And Roman geographers 
drew a map of Arabia that includéd 
Mesopotamia and. the Syrian desert 
back of Palestine. 

“The length of the peninsula, 

from the head of the Gulf of Akabah 
to the Straits of Bab-el-Mandeb, 
near Aden, is about 1,300 miles; its 
greatest breadth, in lititude 23 de- 
grees north, from the Red sea coast 
on the west to Ras-al-Hadd on the 
east, is about 1,500 miles. 
' “Ag one sails along the Red sea 
coast of Arabia, with the low—2,000 
feet high—dry and barren moun- 
tains lying just back of sandy, 
empty strips of country, he is re- 
minded of the Pacific side of Lower 
California above Cape San Lucas. 
Many smal! islands, hot and dry and 
uninhabited except for half-wild 
bands of tramp fishermen, dot the 
map along the coast. One of these, 
called Perim, near the mouth of 
Bab-el-Mandeb straits, is occupied 
by a British garrison. 

“The southeastern coast, similarly 
empty and marked by sharp, jag- 
ged rocks thrust up from glistening 
sandbeds. is broken by several good 
harbors, like that at Aden.

Droves Of Italians 
Returning Home 
From America Now 


Naples, December 6.—About 80,- 
000 immigrants. have returned to 
Italy trom the United States 
through the port of Naples since 
January 1. The number ig increas- 
ing month by month, and with the 
recent release of ships hitherto re- 
questioned by the allies it is esti- 
mated that 10.000 Italians will greet 
Vesuvius again every month, 

The fortunes brought by. the re- 
turning Italians are eladly wel- 
comed by their relatives, made 
needy by the war. The prosperous 
appearance of the passengers is 
generally commented. on, being 
probably the result of five years of 
savings at war-time wages in 
America, and their well made 
clothes and substantial baggage 
form a striking contrast to the 
bags and rags in evidence when 
emigrants leave for America. 

Emigration of Italians to the 
United States by way of Naples, the 
most important embarkation point 
of emigrants in southern Europe, is 
still very far from pre-war levels 
Data from the Italian emigration 
office in this city indicate that, 
aside from returning reservists, 
3.217 Italians sailed to the United 
States from Naples during the first 
eight and a half months of 1919. 
The great majority of these were 
wives, children and other near 
relatives of Italians already in the 
United States, who have hitherto 
been prevented from joining t+ eir 
families because of conditions inci- 
dent to the world war. The number 
of actual emigrants as the word is 
ordinarily used is practically negli- 
gible. 

In contrast with this condition 
it may be noted that in 1913, the 
last year before the war, 198,664 
emigrants left Naples’ for the 
United States. The difference be- 
tween the two totals is ascribed 
to the results of the operation of 
the literacy law of 1917, dearth of 
ships and abnormally high passen- 
ger rates and the continuance of 
American passport restrictions. 
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Apparatus Valued at $50,00¢ 
Rapidly Being Installed 
in Crystal Palace. 


The government has_ supplied 
Georgia Tech with about $50,000 
worth of equipment for the labora- 
tory of the new motor transport 
corps school. The appartus is be- 
ing rapidly installed in the building 
commonly Known as the Crystal 
Palace. 

The equipment includes eight or 
ten types of motors, such as the 
Packard, Cadillac, Dodge, Liberty 
motor, Class B, and other well-known 
makes. There is also one of the 
complete motor repair trucks used 


ped with a lathe, drill press, weld- 
ing outfit, a generating set to fur- 
nish its own power, and a full com- 
plement of tools for repairing any 
damage which may befall any auto- 
mobile truck. The value of this re- 
pair truck alone is about $15,000. 
First in the Country. 

The motor transport school which 
was established at the Georgia Tech 
this fall is the first of its kind in 
the country. The purpose of the 
school is to train army officers in 
the transport crops in shop organi- 
zation and management,. and to 
equip them to take charge of repair 
units. 

This plan is an exneriment on the 
nart of the motor transport corps. 
This denartment of the armv has 
established schools of three grades. 
There are two of the first gerade, one 
at Camp Holabird, Maryland, and 
another at Camp Jessup.

Howell by Marshal Foch, of France, 
will be pinned upon her breast by 
General John J. Pershing, com- 
mander of the American expedition- 
ary forces, when he addresses the 
wounded soldiers in the Red Cross 
house at the Fort McPherson hos- 
pital this afternoon at 2:30 o'clock. 

Miss Howell, who is a daughter 
of the late Captain Evan P. Howell, 
returned to America last June after 
four years’ service in the hospital 
branch of the war relief work. 

Miss Howell left Atlanta in No- 
vember, 1915, more than one year 
before Amertca entered the war. and 
offered her services to the allied 
forces in New York. After several 
months’ training in the Red Cross 
hospitals she sailed for Europe and 
in June, 1916, actively entered the 
Red Cross hospital work in the 
British hospitals on the Flanders 
front. While here one of the wards 
in the hospital at which she was 
stationed was destroyed by German 
airplanes, her chief orderly and fif- 
teen nurses or patients being eitrer 
killed or wounded. 

She was later assigned to special 
duty with Dr. Carroll, whose surgi-

service. Miss Howell was later sta-

While at Chalons the hospital in 
which she was stationed underwent 
ten days of terrific bombing by Ger- 
man airplanes during which time 
the patients. and hospital attend 
ants remained in cellars except fo: 
the attention of necessary duties 
outside.

Miss Howell was. transferred to 
Paris, where she took charge of one 
of the Red Cross houses there. 

For years in frail health, Miss

Higher Pay for Teachers 
Of Atlanta Is Indorsed 


By Federation of Trades 


The Atlanta Federation of Trades, 
in regular session at the Labor 
Temple Wednesday night, went on 
record as strongly favoring the pro- 
posed salary increases for Atlanta 
public school teachers, which are 
now being considered by a special 
committee of city council. Resolu- 
tions offering the hearty indorse- 
ment of the body to the school 
teachers in their effort to secure 
more pay were introduced, and 
adopted by unanimous vote. 

The resolutions’ were introduced 
after speeches had been made by 
several representatives of the At- 
lanta Teachers’ association No. 839, 
whose membership is composed of 
teachers inthe Atlanta public school 
System, 

Teachers Ask Co-operation. 


Cc. E. Phillips, president of the 
association, was the first speaker in 
the interest of the raise. After a 
few minutes’ talk, Mr. Phillips in- 
troduced Professor W. A. Sutton, 
principal of Tech High school, to 
the body. 

Professor Sutton declared that if 
the salary increases are not grant- 
ed soon, all competent teachers in 
the system avould be forced to seek 
other occupations. He also stated 
that the teachers are now resigning 
at the rate of two a day. 

Mrs. Bloodworth, principal of the 
Tra Street school, who has been con- 
nected with the Atlanta school sys- 
tem for a number of years, follow- 
ed Professor Sutton with a ten- 
minute talk, in which she gave her 
reasons for believing that, as the 
result of the underpaid teachers, 
the children are hurt more than the 
teachers.

/ United States. 

All power plants of the Columbus 
Power company were drowned: out 
by the unprecedented stage of the 
iver and today 15,000 employees of 
ndustrial plants were idle as the 
result of the closing of practically 
all factories. Not a strect car has 
operated during the day. Telephone 
service was given by a series of 
extraordinary devices that provided 
power. The Ledger, the afternoon 
newspaper, ran its typesetting ma- 
chines a while on power furnished 
by motorcycles, but later the pow- 
er company secured some current 
from the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, via Newnan. 

Tonight the power company fur- 
nished current for inside lighting. 
and the street lights may be turn- 
ed on at a late hour tonight. 

Bay Street Inundated, 

Bay street, near the river bank, 
is completely inundated and a sec- 
tion: of Front street is also three 
feet deep in water. There are s¢v~ 
eral feet of water in the Eagle and 
Phoenix mill yards, and water cov- 
ered the ground floors of whole- 
sale grocery houses and _ cotton 
warehouses near the river. Cotton 
bales were floating around inside 
some of the warehouses. 

Several blocks of houses on low 
ground in Girard were surrounded 
by water, and women and children 
and household effects were moved 
from them by the aid of boats. 
Houses on the south commons in 
Columbus are surrounded by the 
yellow tide, and the river now runs 
under houses at the lower end of 
Broad street. 

The last power station in service 
here was that at North Highlands, 
and this was kept going for many 
hours in the face of danger through 
the heroic work of employees, who 
built a cofferdam around the ma- 
chinery, but were finally driven 
back by the rising water. It is 
understood that the current in usé 
here tonight comes from Tallulah 
Falls, 
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Flood’s Crest Reached. 

The river is about stationary to- 
night and it is believed that the 
crest of the flood has been reached 
and that conditions will be better 
in the morning. 

The Dillingham Street bridge 
across the river has been isolated 
by water on the Georgia side. Peo- 
Ple going to Phenix City and Girard 
have to use the Fourteenth Street 
bridge and cross it at their risk, 


the bridge being closed to ordinary 
traffic. i 

It is believed that street car Berv- 
ice here can be resumed in four 
days and power service for indus- 
tries within a week. The damage 
can only be estimated, but with the 
actual injury to machinery and mer- 
chandise and enforced stoppage of 
manufacturing plants it will run 
i several hundred thousand dol- 
ars. 

The river at Kyles Bend, several 
miles below the city, is reported to

Darkness for the second time 
ostponed the search for the body 

dirs. Ray Wilson, the third vic- 
tim in the automobile accident on 
the Cascade Springs .road Tuesday 
night. when at 6 o'clock. last night 
the squad of convicts was carried 
back to the camp by Coutity Warden 
W. F. Collier. 

For several hours after the acci- 
dent Tuesday night the convicts 
grappled with long hooks in the 
water, attempting to find some 
trace of the machine, but finally 
abandoned the work to wait unt!! 
daylight. 

The bodies of Mrs. Irene Law- 
rence. Folsom hotel. and J. C. Clem- 
ents, of the same address, were re- 
covered early Wednesday morning. 
Mrs. Lawrence’s body was found 
against a tree 100 yards from the 
channel of the stream on the side 
nearest Atlanta, while the body 01 
Clements was found almost exactly 
opposite, lodged in the tall growth 
of a canebreak. 

Third Victim Identified, 

The positive indentification of the 
third victim came when the mesh 
hag of Mrs. Wilson was found hang- 
ing on a cornstalk more than 100 
yards down stream from the de- 
stroyed bridge. 

The car was found early Wednes- 
day morning only a few feet away 
from the bridge. It /was believed 
probable that Mrs. Wilson’s body 
might have been pinned beneath the 
car. 

J. D. Clements, father of the 
drowned soldier, although he left 
the banks of the creek only after 
three men had prevented him leap- 
ing into the turbulent water Tues 
day night, returned early  Wednes- 
day morning and witnessed the re- 
covery of his son’s body. 

The bodies of both victims had 
been treated roughly by the cur- 
rent. Clements’ body especially was 
cut in numerous places by contact 
with logs and undergrowth over 
which the swift current carried him 
for more than 300 yards. 

Driver All Right Wednesday. 

Julius McIntyre, driver of the fa- 
tal car, was apparently none the 
worse for his experience Wednes- 
day, piloting various visitors to the 
scene and explaining how the acci- 
dent occurred. C. W. Vaughan, the 
soldier who escaped, was reported 
in a serious condition at the base 
hospital at Fort McPherson, where 
he was carried after first aid meas- 
ures had been applied by physicians 
at Grady hospital. 

The bodies of both victims were 
carried to the undertaking parlors 
of Harry G. Poole, where they are 
held awaiting funeral arrangements. 
The woman victim was said to have 


been married to a lieutenant who 
served overseas,” but who divorced 
her immediately after his return 
last spring. 

She is survived by her parents, 
Mr, and Mrs. T. T. Pope, of Ellijay; 
three sisters, Mrs. H. S. Cochran, 
Mrs. L. E. Latham, of Atlanta, and 
Mrs. J. E. Davis, of Lawrenceville, 
and two brothers, J. R. Pope, of 
100-A Venable street, and Troy Pope, 
of Ellijay.

Funeral arrangements have 
not as yet been completed, but the 
bodies will remain at Poole’s under- 
taking parlors until the search for 
the third victim is ended, 


“Rode Over Obstructions.” 


Lieutenant J. D. Oliver and Offi- 
cer Gordon, of the county police, 
stated that McIntyre rode over ob- 
structions placed by them across the 
road to prevent just such a tragedy. 
They had passed the scene shortly 
before, he stated, and seeing the 
serious condition from the rapidly 
rising water placed brush across 
the road to stop automobiles. 

“After placing the brush,” Lieu- 
tenant Oliver observed, “we moved 
a red lamp from a pile of rocks 
to the center of the road to stop 
all those driving along there. If 
McIntyre had taken warning from 
these signals the accident would 
not have occurred.” 

McIntyre stated Wednesday that 
he did not pay any particular at- 
tention to the obstructions, as he 
thought it was a pile of rocks simi- 
lar to many he had noticed on his 
way from town. 

At the point where he started to 
cross the bridge and for many yards 
on either side the water was sev- 
eral feet in depth and Lieutenant 
Oliver had pulled one car out after 
its engine had been drowned out 
previous to the accident. When the 
fatal car reached the bridge it was 
sagging on one side and the machine 
dropped into the water.

An embargo on shipment of ex- 
port freight to South Atlantic and 
gulf ports, except that going over 
the Florida East Coast railway to 
Havana via Key West, was an- 
nouncd here tonight by the regional 
coal committee, 

The embargo was made necessary 
it was explained, because numbers 
of vessels already are tied up in 
southern ports for lack of bunker 
coal, Wherever bunkering is per- 
mitted to a foreign-bound vessel for 
any reason, that ship will be al- 
lowed to carry freight, but in such 
cases individual permits for the 
freight shipment must be obtained 
from Washington. The order does 
not affect coastwise shipping.- 

Freight going to Cuba via Key 
West is towed across the short 
space of water by oil-burning tugs, 
it was explained, and thus no coal 
is consumed. No permits are re- 
quired for shinments of freight 
routed over the Florida East Coast 
to Key West for Cuba.

Causes MuchComment 


Genuine Sensation Sweeps 
Boxing World as Result 
of Opinions of Three Ex- 
perts on the Willard- 
Dempsey Scrap. 


By Al Spink. 


The story which I told the other 


day about three experts at Toledo 
believing that Jack Dempsey had a 
horseshoe or some other hard sub- 
stance in his left glove when he 
whipped Jess Willard has created 
a genuine sensation in boxing cir- 
cles the country over. 

I said then that a charge of this 
sort had never before been made 
in a battle for the world’s heavy- 
weight championship. 

When I said that i had forgotten 
about another incident of the sort. 
That was the charge made when 
Bob Fitzsimmons beat Jim Jeffries 
up fearfully. All that happened in 
their last fight for the world’s 
championship, fought in Mechan- 
ics’ pavilion, San Francisco, on July 
25, 1902. " 

Was Badly Beaten. 

In that fight Jeffries was terri- 

bly beaten on the head and face 


by Fitzsimmons, and when it was 
all over Jeffries told his close 
friends that sometimes when the 
Cornishman landed on ‘him he 
thought Fitzsimmons had a horse- 
shoe in each one of his gloves. 

I told him in my last story of 
this sort how Willard’s sec- 
onds had not watched . Dempsey 
closely while he was wrapping his 
hands with tape and just before 
putting on the gloves at Toledo. 

AS a matter of fact, there is hard- 
ly a pugilist in the country whose 
hands are not more or less bunged 
up. The old fighters especially used 
to injure their hands badly when 
they took part In -bare-knuckle 
fights. 

When the new line of fighters 
sprang up after bare-knuckle fight- 
ing had been abolished in this cour. 
try they were not only glad te 
wear boxing gloves, but they began 
bandaging their hands before they 
o them into the gloves. They 

andaged them, of course, not only 
to protect their knuckles from in- 
jury during a hard fight, but to 
make the glove harder and the im- 
pact heavier when they landed on 
an opponent. 

As a matter of fact, there are 
few hands naturally strong enough 
to withstand the collision with a 
hard surface such as a man’s bare 
face or head when the blow is 
struck with the force that lies be- 
hind a trained boxer’s shoulder. So 
bandaging the knuckles has become 
an art among the boxers, and the 
trickiest glove men are adepts in 
putting on the wraps so as to make 
the glove as hard as the old Roman 
cestus, with which the ancient glad- 
iators often killed each other. 

In very recent years bandaging 
the knuckles has not only become 
an art among the boxers, but has 
often been a most important faetor 
in winning fights. Ordinary insula- 
tion tape is generally used and is 
not objected to. But some tricky 
boxers, if not watched closely, 
sometimes wrap their hands in leaf 
lead with the tape, making the 
glove as hard as an ordinary sling- 
shot. 

According to the rules only the 
regular insulation or adhesive tape 
should be used, and it should be 
spread over the knuckles so as to 
protect the hand and still come 
within the rule requiring or rather 
allowing soft bandages. 

Have Different Methods. 

Different fighters have different 
ways of putting on this tape and 
wrapping their hands before a fight. 

“Kid” McCoy, Jack McAuliffe ané 
Bob Fitzsimmons were three famous 
boxers of the olden day who had 
a way of their own of he erry their 
hands and who were watched close- 
ly by their opponents. 

McCoy was one of the first to ap- 
preciate the fact that strips of tape 
or linen wound around. the hands 
could be used for other purposes 
than that of protection. 

In a fight at St. Louis with Billy 
Stift, of Chicago, McCoy played 
with his opponent for seven rounds. 
In the eighth round Stift, a great. 
powerful man, fell from a left-hand 
blow of MeCoy that landed on his 
right temple and rendered him un- 
conscious for hours. To this day 
Stift and his friends believe that 
on that occasion McCoy’s left glove 
was loaded. 


No .man of McCoy’s weig with 
| only nature's weapons, . was 


argued, could have knocked out as 
strong and formidable an opponent 
as was Stift that night. 

McCoy has admitted often since 
that he had always taken care of 
his hands and that was one of the 
reasons he was able for years to 
defeat heavier and taller men. The 


Kid admitted that before each of 
his fights he soaked his bandages 
with aiconol, which evaporated 
rapidly. This alcohol which Mc- 
Coy always used had gum in it and 
the bandage dried out rapidly as 
soon as the glove was drawn 
over it. 

This wrapping and the alcohol 
process was generally put on half 
an hour before the fight commenced. 
By the time the bell sounded for 
the first round the bandage had 
become dry and hard as a rock, 
and McCoy opened hostilities with 
@ weapon in each hand that would 
have put to shame the old Roman 
cestus. 

Fitzsimmons’ old trainer says that 
in all his fights Bob used to -put 
plaster of Paris on his linen band- 
ages and when the stuff hardened 
‘he had a rocklike ridge across his 
hands. 

In all probability in his last fight 
with: Jeffries, in which the latter 
was cut up fearfully by a much 
smaller man, who lost in the end, 
Fitzsimmons was making use of the 
Plaster of Paris bandages. 

Jeffries said after the fight that 
of all the fighters he had ever met 
none of their blows had ever seemed 
half so hard as those he had re- 
ceived at the hands of Fitzsimmons, 
He was positive that there was 
something out of the ordinary with 
Fitzsimmons’ gloves. 

Willard Impecunious. 

In the fight at Toledo, 


first-class second, one who would 
have sense and nerve enough to see 
to it that Dempsey’s gloves were not 
loaded. 

Dempsey’s own seconds, after the 
fight at Toledo, boasted of their 
man wrapping his hands away 
above the ordinary, and one of the 
oldest fight writers, who watched 
the proceedings carefully, was posi- 


loaded. He made this statement to 
one of'the oldest and best seconds 
in America, and the latter laughed 
and said: 
it looked very much that 


I remember an important fight 
that was to have been brought off 
in the big Coliseum at St. Louis, 
in which the bandaging of one 
man’s hands came into discussion. 
The principals were the _ light- 
weights Charley White and Frankie 
Callahan. -The latter’s seconds, on 
examining White’s hands, found 
them wrapped with a bandage that 
dried out and was as hard as a 
rock. 

Callahan’s seconds then told the 
referee their man would not fight 
unless White removed the band- 
ages. And perhaps it was well he 
removed them for Callahan, for the 
latter knocked White out in the 
eighth round. Had they gone on 
with the fight, Callahan might have 
got the top of his head sawed off 
as well as a good beating. 

Still another case in which it was 

claimed for some time that the 
glove was loaded came when Arthur 
Pelkey killed Luther McCarthy, then 
the heavyweight champion, with a 
single blow. 
' MeCarthy was a wonderful fight- 
er, as strong and as husky as Jack 
Dempsey today, but Pelky killed 
him with a single blow. 

McCarthy’s friends .at the time 
shouted “Loaded glove,’ but the 
coroner’s jury absolved all of the 
blame and attributed the death of 
the champion to “hemorrhage of the 
brain, probably caused by a previ- 
ous injury,” a very strange verdict, 
taking all the facts into view. 

Fred Fulton, just arrived in New 
York from England and who was 
knocked out by Dempsey in the 
first round of their fight, is an- 
other man who complains of the 
hardness of Dempsey’s gloves. 

That he still thinks he has a 
chance with Dempsey, with Tom 
O’Rourke, a past master, looking 
after the gloves for him, is proved 
by Fulton’s challenge to Dempsey 
soon after his recent arrival at 
New York.

each year. Mr. McClelland intends 
to compile notes of his findings and 
at a later date may consent to put 
the data in book form for the en- 
lightenment of posterity in his fa- 
vorite diversion. 

Mr. McClelland is one of the few 
ranking American horsemen who 
has always contended that the buy- 
ing of yearlings or weanlings is 
better than half guess. In other 
words, he says that beyond assur-

Sporting Editor of Phila- 
delphia Public Ledger 
Scores Proposal of Brit- 
ishers to Tamper With 
Standard of Weights.

ett bout last Thursday night, a 
story was sent out from New York 
that a meeting had been held in 


London, attunded by various repre- 
sentatives interested in the sport 
of boxing. The object of the meet- 
ing, as was stated, was to adopt a 
set of rules to supersede the Mar- 
quis of Queensberry code and to 
make a drastic change in the 
weights of all classes. Nothing 
has been cabled to this country as 
to whether the meeting was held. 
It will be a good thing for the sport 
if the project dies aborning. 

There is nothing the matter with 
the Marquis of Queensberry rules. 
They have governed boxing con- 
tests in this country for more than 
thirty years and the rules have nev- 
er been found lacking to cover any 
point. The chief fault is, the rules 
never have been rigidly enforced. 

If the British sportsmen in Amer- 
ica who are trying to upset ring 
traditions in this country will de- 
vote their energy to “cleaning 
house” instead of applying Euro- 
pean conditions to the United 
States, they will have assured 
American sportsmen of their ear- 
nestnss. They will also convince 
the laymen that their motives are 
not actuated by commercialism. 

Change Is Uz-fair. is 

Do the sportsmen of the United 
States realize what the proposed 
change of weights means? Should 
the scale be adopted, our bantam 
weight champion would be forced 
to box a featherweight to retain his 
title; our featherweight titlehold- 
er would be compelled to measure 
his skill with a lightweight in or- 
der to be still considered a cham- 
pion, and so on all along the line, 
The idea is ridiculous and an in- 
sult to the intelligence of American 
sportsmen. It is a rare bit of ef- 
frontery. 

Here is what-is proposed: Fly- 
weight, 112 pounds: bantamweight, 
118: featherweight, 126; lightweight, 
135; welterweight, 147; middle- 
weight, 160, and the weighing-in to 
be done eight hours before the con- 
test. Anyone who knows anything 
about the training of athletes, those 
training to reduce weight will tell 
you that a healthy, strong man with 
all his organs acting in unison 
with his digestion will take on 
from four to six pounds in eight 
hours. If he is a real welter- 
weight and boils himself down to 
make 135 pounds at 2 p. m. he will 
have denied himself several square 
meals. 

At 10 p. m., the hour of contest, 
let Mr. Athlete step on the scales. 
Presto. The man who weighed 135 
at 2 p. m. now makes the beam hang 
at 140% pounds. He has actually 
gained five and a half pounds in 
eight hours. 

U. S. Should Dictate. 

Why should the tail wag the dog? 
American sportsmen who place 
sport above commercialism should 
be the dictators. There is nothing 
the matter with the Maraquis of 
Queensberry rules or the weights 
of the different classes in this coun- 
try. If foreign boxers want to get 
a crack at the world’s ring titles, 
Sportsmen here are sure to meet 
them halfway. And they can de- 
pend on getting a square deal. 
American idéals should be retained. 

The Marquis of Queensberry 
or the United States govern- 
ment rules are satisfactory to 
American sportsmen, if properly en- 
forced, and the scale of weights is 
quite satisfactory. Shuold any Eu- 
ropean beat any of our title-hold- 
ers, then we would be abliged to 
go to England, France or Australia, 
if it was demanded and bow under 
their conditions. They should ‘be 
made to do the same. This court- 
esy and respect is due American 
sports.

METHOD 10 EFFACE 
TATTOOING SOUGHT 


Armenian Women Want 
to Obliterate Marks of 
Slavery Branded on 
Faces by Turks. 


New York, December 7.—A simple 
method to obliterate from the faces 
of thousands of Armenian girls and 
women the brands and indelible ink 
tattoo marks placed upon them dur- 
ing the war by Turks, Kurds and 
Arabs is sought by Dr. Wilfred M. 
Post, of Princeton university, who 
has just returned from a trip 
through the Near East. 

The victims of the branding and 
tattooing, in every case, were Chris- 
tians and their captors thus marked 


them as Mohammedans. Freed from 
enslavement they sought at once to 
remove the evidence of their bond- 
age, employing disfiguring acids for 
the purpose. Many of them flocked 
to the relief hospitals, Dr. Post said, 
to be treated for the self-inflicted 
burns. 
Many Destitute. 

Dr. Post, who was born in Turkey 
and served as a medical missionary 
in that country before the war, said 
the tattooed women were among 
hundreds of thousands of destitute 
persons in that country who are be- 
ing cared for by the Near East re- 
lief workers from America. 

“While removal of tattoo marks 
cannot be classed with the urgent 
necessity of providing food and 
clothing for 800,000 starving Arme- 
nian women and children,” says Dr. 
Post, “the wearing of this brand 
which shows that the woman has 
been an inmate of a harem seriously 
interferes with the work of recon- 
struction and rehabilitation among 
such persons, During the four years 
that Turkey attempted to extermi- 
nate the Armenian people by a sys- 
tem of slaughter and deportation, 
practically every young woman in 
that country was at:the mercy of 
the Mohammedans.” 


New Problem. 


Removal of tattoo marks has 
never been given serious attention, 
according to prominent dermatolo- 
gists. Occasionally a request has 
come from a former sailor to have 
some design removed from his arm 
or a society women who wished to 
have the initials of her former 
fiance or husband removed, but the 
known processes of removal have 
been so dangerous and their success 
so questionable that physicians have 


cally irremovable. 

Several prominent dermatologists 
have offered their services to Dr. 
Post to assist him in his research 
work for the benefit of marked 
Armenian women. Among those who 
are aiding in the work is Dr. George 
H. Washburn, of Harvard, who 
served in the medical corps of the 
United States army as a specialist in 
restoring the faces of soldiers who 
were disfigured by wounds, 


South Americans 
To Discuss Facts 


Rio De Janeiro, December 6.—The 
Brazilian government is taking 


steps to be properly represented at 
two important conferences to _ be 
held shortly in Montevideo at which 
problems affecting the social and 
economic life of the various south- 
ern. nations will be considered. All 
the principal South Amegican coun- 
tries will send delegations to these 
meetings. One conference will deal 
with the problem of the high cost 
of living, while the other will dis- 
cuss immigration and measures for 
dealing with bolshevists, anarchists 
and other undesirables. 

At the suggestion: of Brazil, dis- 
cussion of the question of stricter 
immigration laws will be separated 
from the question of giving the va- 
rious governments, either through 
individual initiative or by joint 
action, greater powers for dealing 
with undesirable radicals. 

In the high cost of living confer- 
ence the measures proposed include 
“free trade in articles of prime ne- 
cessity and the creation of special 
stocks in the various producing 
‘zones. The selection of Brazil's 
representatives at the conference is 
now under consideration, and the

WHITE ORPINGTONS 
WIN WORLD’S RECORD 


The American egg-laying contest 
at Leavenworth, Kan., closed its 
performance with some remarkable 
records. The winning pen, Single 
Comb White Leghorns, made a score 
of 1,319 eggs, which is an average 
of 263.8 eggs per hen. Over 30 per 
cent of the birds made scores of 200 
eggs or more. One, a White Leg- 
horn, produced 306 eggs; another, 
a White Orpington, laid 303 eggs, 
which seems to be a world’s rec- 
ord for heavyweight fowls. Un- 
doubtedly the heavier varieties are 
coming into their own as egg pro- 
ducers. The Leghorns, hitherto 
known as the “champion egg ma- 
chines,” will have to buck up.

ANNUAL LAYING CONTE 
SOON TO BE CONDUCTED 


The ninth annual laying contest 
at Storrs has made a more auspi- 
cious beginning than any of the 
competitions conducted during the 
past five years. The first week's 
yield amounted to 963 eggs, which is 
529 more than any other first week's 
performance, and 206 eggs more 
than than the week’s averase for 
the past five years. As in pre- 
vious competitions there are 100 
pens of ten birds each. _ Classified 
by breeds, there are 500 White Leg- 
horns, 140 Rhode Island Reds, 110 
Barred Rocks, 80 White Wyan- 
dottes, 70 White Rocks, 20 Black 
Leghorns and 10 each of Oregons.

VISCOUNT SH 
DECRES RUMORS 
OF SECRET PA 


Former Japanese Ambas- 

sador to Washington 
Explains Stories Alleg- 
‘ing Secret Understand- 
ing Between Tokio and 
Berlin. 


INTERPELLATIONS 
OF DIET BLAMED 


Declares False Rumor 
Has Done Serious Harm 
to Japan’s Diplomacy 
and Has Injured Her 
Best Interests. 


Tokio, December 6.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) — Viscount Ishii, 
formerly Japanese ambassador to 


Washington, asserts in a magazine 
article published here, that the re- 
ports which have been circulated 
in sOme other countries of an al- 
leged secret alliance between Japan 
and Germany are directly traceable 
to the interpellations which were 
made in the Japanese diet in the 
winter of 1916. These inquiries 
were in relation to the London com- 
pact between the allies to make no 
separate peace with Germany. It 
will be recalled that this was form- 
ed in the early stages of the war. 

Viscount Ishii says the rumor has 
caused serious harm to Japan’s war- 
time diplomacy, and has injured 
Japan’s interests in her post-bellum 
diplomacy. 


He pointed out that in the inter, 


pellations preeminent members of 
the diet contended that Japan had 
shouldered a grave responsibility of 
no separate peace at a time when 
the issue of the great war forbade 
any forecasts. The viscount, who 
was foreign minister when the Lon- 
don pact was signed, says the Jap- 
anese cabinet answered these criti- 


cisms by declaring that the govern- 
ment had uv intention whatsoever 
of concluding a separate peace with 
Germany. Adherente to the pact, 
ministers pointed out, was in con- 
sonance with article 2 o fthe Anglo- 
Japanese alliance. 
Natural Belief. 

“It was but natural,” writes Vis- 
count Ishii, “that foreigners should 
be impressed with the notion that 
the Japanese nation was really ops 
posed to the London declaration, 
and that Japan had an intention 
to conclude a separate peace with 
the enemy, and even, perhaps, to 
form an- alliance with Germany 
after the war. 

“Of course, it is the height of 
violation of international morals 
for a country to betray her ally 
or allies and shake hands with the 
enemy in the course of war, and yet 
history furnishes us examples of 
such violation of international mor- 
ality as in the case of Russia in the 
Seven Years’ war. It is not unrea- 
sonable that foreign people should 
have been impressed with a suspi- 
cion that the Japanese nation had 
a dislike for the non-separate peace 
pact and might any time betray her 
allies and shake hands with Ger- 
many when an available opportunity 
presented itself. But the ministry 
considered the diet interpellations 
more of a political attack on itself 
than an opposition to the London 
pact. Parliamentary attacks for 
political purposes are frequent in 
almost all countries. In Japan this 
is an unfortunate tendency. 

No Distant Neighbors. 


“The current of the tide of the 
world’s affairs now flows in one 
and the same direction, and no coun- 
try is any longer a distant neighbor 
in these days of closer international 
relations. Every utterance of any 
individual not only in parliamentary 
discussions, but also at public func- 
tions outside wnarliamentary halls 
and in the columns of the press, is 
echoed and re-echoed abroad and 
very frequently it reflects on inter- 
national interests of the country. 
occasionally culminating in the 
birth of wild and groundless ru- 
mors. The famous Germano-Jap- 
anese rapprochement story is noth- 
ing but-.a crystallization of fabri- 
cated rumors and suppositions.” 

Viscount Ishii expressed sympa- 
thy with Marquis Saionji, who, on 
his return from the Paris confer- 
ence, remarked with great regret 
that occidentals are prone to com- 
pare Japan to Germany, regarding 
Japanese as a nation of war-like 
propensity and strong’. military 
principle like the Germans. The 
Viscount agreed with Marquis 
Saionji in saying that this “miscon- 
ception” of the occidentals was 
deep-rooted and that the Japanese 
people should seek to remove it. 
The government authorities, he de- 
clared, should pay more attention 
to the matter. 


Eccentricities of Late Vis- 
count Astor Missing in 
Make-Up of New Master 
of Hever Castle, Who 
Has Already Made Mark 
in British Politics. 


By T. P. Q’Conneor. 

London, December 2.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—The late Lord 
Astor, as you will have already 
realized, was not much of a suc- 
cess in London. The reason was a 
certain very authoritative tempera- 
ment which brought him up against 
the Englishman’s—and_ especially 
the aristocratic Englishman’s— 
strict individualism. I need not tell 
the story again of how in his paper, 
The Pall Mall Gazette, he gave the 
list of guests at one of his social 
routs, winding up with the name of 
a naval officer “who was not in- 
vited,” 

The real story, as I have heard it, 
was that this gentleman, happen- 
ing to dine with Miss Asto:'—as she 
then was—and the aristocratic lady 
who was acting more or less as gov- 
erness and chaperone, was induced 
—almost bullied by them—to go to 
the party, though not invited, with 
the assurance that their introduc- 
tion would make things all right. 
The officer who was thus publicly 
affronted happened to be a man of 
very high social connections, among 
others with royalty, and his quar- 
rel was taken up with such wapinth 
of resentment by this set, with tne 
late King—then prince of Wales— 
at their head, that for a while it 
looked as if Mr. Astor was blotted 
off the official map of London. 

I did not know him personally— 
indeed the one and only time I ever 
caught sight of him was when I 
was taking a trip on the Nile with 
Mr. Penfield, former American am- 
bassador in Vienna, We had got to 
Assouan, and on the side of the 


river opposite to where we were 
moored we saw a figure standing 
up in a boat, and this I was told 
was the arch-millionaire. Some of 
the writers in the London press— 
where the notices of him were 
rather sparse and colorless, largely 
because he had led a life of detach- 
ment for many years—state that 
this love of obscurity had become 
such a passion with him that he 
used to speak with something like 
pride of his being able to walk 
through street after street in New 
York, over land which belonged to 
him, without being recognized by a 
human being. And yet I remember 
reading in the long distant past, 
when he was a candidate for con- 
gress, of his dancing with cigarette 
girls at a popular festivity in New 
York. 

The same dictatorial temper used 
to regulate, I believe, his week-end 
parties at Cliveden—that magnifi- 
cent palace overlooking the Thames 
and the most beautiful woods on the 
river. I have heard that when a 
guest arrived he was presented with 
a card on which all his movements 
for the visit were set out in print. 
On Saturday afternoon he was to 
take Lady So-and-So on launch No. 
2 to the lock at Marlow; on Sunday 
to take the Countess So-and- 
So to church _ service in the 
mcrning—on launch No 2 in 
the afternoon and he and 
she were to be back in time for tea 
at such-and-such a spot. Sometimes 
these directions threw some of those 
meéenages of the upper classes, who 
kept up appearance for financial and 
family reasons, tnto a closeness of 
proximity which, was as hateful as 
it was unaccustomed among them. 

Had His Good Points. 


Yet there were some very good 
sides, I am told by those who knew 
him, to this enigmatic and rather 
dour character. The nearest ap- 
proach to an jntimate picture of him 
was in The imes, and came from 
the anonymous hand of “A friend.” 
The writer, I happened to know, was 
the celebrated Anglo-Irish journal- 
ist, J. L. Garvin, now editor of The 
Sunday Observer—a paper owned by 
the Astor family. 

Garvin insists that underneath the 
crust of reserve under which Astor 
more and ‘more hid himself there 
was a great desire for affection and 
a great capacity for returning it. 
Possibly like a great. many rich 
men, accustomed at once to the ser- 
vility and to the malignity and envy 
of men, Astor retired into himself 
largely because he became suspic- 
iaus. To use a startling phrase of 
Garvin, “He was always scrutiniz- 
ing, Vigilantly on guard.” What- 
ever the reason he became more de- 
tached. He would live and sleep 
with only a secretary as his com- 
pkanion in his office on the Thames 
embankment; at Hever castie he put 
a moat between himself and the lit- 
tle encampment which he built up 
for the entertainment of his friends. 

When he bought Cliveden in he 
insisted in the contract on having 
all the contents. with some excep- 
tions, of the great historic house, 
The late Duke of Westminster, from 
whom he bought it, was in his way 
just as much as an eccentric as As- 
tor himself; and he not only took 
away, but refused to return the 
visitors’ book—a precious volume 
with autographs of all the great 
people of half a century of history. 
Astor went to law; the case was

fought out with the obstinacy of 
two very eccentric millionaires; and 
the rights of Astor to the visitors’ 
book were, in the end, justified by 
legal decision. And then Astor, 
having won his case and the vol- 
ume, sent it back to the Duke of 
Westminster. 

Astor has left behind him a son 
who will play a much bigger and 
more sympathetic part in the life of 
England. I do not know any young 
member of parliament who is quite 
as popular as Waldorf Astor. He 
deserves it, too/ indeed his face at 
the first look commands it. It has 
a strong appeal to sympathy and to 
affection—I had almost said to pity; 
for it bears marks of suffering 
overcome. The eyes are large, open, 
smiling, a bit pathetic; and the 
reason I should take to be that dur- 
ing his youth he was haunted by 
the spectre of death through con- 
sumption. That experience has left 
in him, I think, a certain tender- 
ness and comradeship with human 
suffering which communicates itself 
into reciprocal tenderness to him, 
It was, indeed, when in speaking 
in favor of the sanatorium required 
by Lloyd-George in his once much- 
contré@verted insurance act, young 
Astor told the story of how he him- 
self had been rescued by treatment 
in a sanatorium for the dread scour- 
ge, that he made his name in the 
house of commons, and was assured, 
apart from his wealth, of a place 
in the hierarchy of British official- 
dom. He is in the ministry of 
health, appropriately enough, and 
though his elevation to the house 
of lords removes him from the ac- 
tive and more promising arena of 
parliamentary life. the universal ex- 
pectation is that he will retain his 
office. 

Lady Astor Popular. 

There is a third person in the As- 
tor family who, in some respects, 
is more remarkable than the otner 
two, and that is young Mrs. Astor— 
now Lady Astor. You know, of 
course, all about the Langhorne 
family in America, the famous trio 
known as the originals of the “Gib- 
son Girls;” but probably you know 
very little of the sister who has 
been transferred to England, for, 
curiously enough, though very well 
known socially, she has not got 
much into the newspapers—to noth- 
ing like the extent, for instance, of 
Lady Diana Manners. But every 
human being from the biggest man- 
sion to the humblest slum knows 
her in Plymouth—the seaside city 
which her husband represented in 
parliament to the day of his father’s 
death. 

Indeed, she was perhaps better 
known than her husband—who is 
not without the Astor shyness. She 
appeared on every platform at every 
meeting during election tirme; she 
said just what she thought, frankly, 
fearlessly and with a wit that never 
seemed to slacken. Some of her re- 
torts to the somewhat free-spoken 
criticisms and interjections of elec- 
tion times have passed into history 
in Plymouth. It was characteristic 
of her to enter upon an even more 
daring ordeal; for, finding herself 
near Dartmoor—the grim fortress 


on the bleak and windy moors of 
Devonshire—and learning that there 
were a lot of conscientious objec- 
tors—“conchies,” as they came to be | 
nicknamed during the war—she re- 
solved to hear them and have it 
out with them. 

I may remark in passing, as one 
of the symptoms of the aftermath 
of the war fever with all its concen- 
tration and blind passion, that the 
“conchie”’ is beginning to appear in 
the popular novel. He is in “Blind 


Alley,” a book by a clever young 
novelist named W. L. George; and 
again he appears in “Sonia Married,” 
the sequel to Stephen McKenna’s 
best seller, “Sonia,” one of the great 
novels of the war, and in both the 
“conchie”’ is perhaps the most sym- 
pathetic figure of all the dramatis 


personae. 
Mrs. Astor faced those dour fa- 
natics that were ready to starve and 
sit in lonely cells for their opinions, 
and the encounter of wits left no 
sting even in minds so remote. 


Captivated Irish Leaders. 


Let me, however, describe a scene 
I witnessed myself which, I think, 
will give a better idea of her char- 
acter than we Ser any B borrow from 
others. Poor John Redmond invited | 
all his comrades of the old Irish 
party—as dead now as he himself— 
to a trip on the Thames at the end 
of a long parliamentary session. 
Our boat was moored on the river 
side amid the beautiful meadows 
and woods of Cliveden. Mr. Astor 
came down, and in his shy way gave 
us a brief welcome and then, ¢ it 
were, hurried off. But about a 
quarter of an hour afterward down 
came Mrs. Astor. I cannot tell how 
it occurred, but suddenly the gath- 
ering of men scattered, and many 
of them, stretched on the broad of 
their backs looking up at the 
heavenly blue sky, became convert- 
ed into something like a public 
meeting, with Mrs. Astor as the 
public orator and the star artiste 
of the occasion. She tackled Mr. 
Redmond about the prospects of 
home rule. “You're not going to 
get it, I know,” she said to Mr. 
Redmond: and then, with a wink. 
she added: “Mrs. asquith doesn’t 
like home rule,” a veritable woman’s 
reason for a political survey, and 
not. I believe, well founded. But 
spoken with the gamine air and the 
imperturbable good humor of this 
American girl, everybody was 
amused. 

I was seated apart from the com- 
pany at first discussing with John 
Dillon the eternal quetsion of our 
land: but I had to get up, for there 
reached me literally peal upon peal 
of laughter atthe sayings, spontune- 
ous, witty, good-natured, of Mrs. 
Astor, which rose from the crowd of 
tired politicians. One remarkable 
manifestation of the power this sin- 
gle woman, rather slight and fra- 
gile in appearance, was able to ex- 
ercise over seventy men was that 
the oldest member of the party, who 
had never seen her before, was so 
swept away that wherever she went 
he trotted after her: and he was 
over eighty and had a beard as 
white and as long as that of Moses. 
The greatest proof of all of this 
wonderful triumph of a fascinating 
personality was that when she turn- 
ed to go spontaneously there rose 
three loud unanimous cheers; and 
she was supposed to be a Tory and 
an enemy of home rule.

Call 
money, which opened at 7 per cent, 
advanced to 1 Oper cent in the later 
dealings, but few loans were re- 
ported at that rate. 

Railroad executives were quoted 
as ex” grave anxiety re- 
garding pending federal legislation 
unless accompanied bv the eSstab- 
lishment of credits in the form of 
government guarantees, 

The industrial situation was sum- 
marized by the Iron Age, which 
stated that “the iron trade is face 
to face with a much more serious 
(coal) shortage than that which 
has been a matter of concern for 
weeks.” 

This condition was reflected 
the November statement of unfilled 
tonnage issued by the United States 


1 Steel corporation, which disclosd an 


increase of more than 650,000 tons. 
the largest gain of any month this 
year. 

Stocks most active in the 
final hour when moderate heaviness 
of rails and shippings was suc- 
ceeded by rallies of 1 to 4 points 
in oils, motors, steels and other 
speculative favorites, the market 
closing with a firm tone. 

The bond market continued to 
lose ground, domestic and foreign 
war issues easing with standard in- 
dustrials and utilities.

Transports Unloading Sol- 
diers at Vladivostok, 
Says Report. 


Washington, December 10.—Fresh 
Japanese troops are being sent into 
Siberia, said official dispatches from 


Vladivostok received here today. 
Two transports now are unloading 
at Viadivostok, the message advised, 
and others are reported en route. 

The dispatches did not make clear 
whether the new forces were rein- 
forcements or replacements for units 
which have been serving in Siberia 
since the allied and associated pow- 
ers decided to go to the assistance 
of Czecho-Slovak troops who were 
making their way from Russia to 
their native land. 

Japan’s original force in the joint 
undertaking was approximately 30,- 
000 men, while the United States 
sent in about 8,000 men and the 
Euronean allies lesser forces. 

The reecnt rapid advance of the 
bolsheviki against the armies of 
Admiral Kolchak, head of the all- 
Russian government, which former- 
ly head its seat at Omsk, has caused 
concern in Japan and it ts said that 
the government has determined to 
take steps in agreement with the 
United States and the allies to com- 
bat the bolshevik menace. 

In accord with this plan, Mr. 
Shidehara, the Japanese ambassa- 
dor, has held several conferences re- 
cently with Secretary Lansing for a 
discussion of the whole Siberian 
question. It was learned today that 
no decision has been reached, but

1 MEET IN NEW YORK 


Meeting Tinie New Era in 
History of ‘Church, Says | 
Bishop Lawrence. 


Boston, December 10.—The meet- 
jing of the president and council of 
ithe Epigcopal church in New York 
tomorrow “opens a new era in the 
history of the church,” said Bishop 
Lawrence in a statement tonight. 

“*American,’ ‘national,’ ‘democrat- 
ic’ and ‘representative’ have been 
slogans of the church from the 


time of the revolution. The major- 
ity of the signers of the Declara- 
tion of Independence were connect- 
ed with the Episcopal church, and 
men influential in writing the con- 
stitution of the Episcopal church 
The’ diocesan conventions and the 
general convention with their upper 
and,lower houses run parallel with- 
the state legislatures and the two 
houses of congress. 

“A dread of autocracy and over- 
centralization has. hitherto held 
back the Episcopal church from 
adopting a central executive. After 
years of discussion, however, the 


general convention at Detroit cre- | 


ated and elected an executive, which 
to a good degre: fills out the analo- 
gy of the government of the United 
States and its «xecutive. The presi- 
dent and council of twenty-four 
bishops, clergy and laymen are 
elected for definite terms of office 
and their powers and duties are 
carefully limited by canon. 

“Bishop Gu ilor, of Tennessee, is 
president, and amone the members 
of the council are Bishops Ander- 
son, of Chicago; Keaton, of Olympia: 
Lines, of Newark: the Rev. Dr. 
Freeman, of Minneapolis: Mann, of 
Boston; Stires, of New York, and 
laymen like Samuel Mather, of 
Cleveland: Arthur Newbold, of 
Drexel and company, Philadelphia: 
Stephen Baker, of the city of Man- 
hattan Bank, N. Y.: John Stewart 
Bryan, editor of The News-Leader, 
Richmond, Va., and H. C. Wykoff. 
of San Francisco. 

“The council will co-ordinate the 
several departments of the church 
educational, missionary, social serv- 
ice and others, thus bringing the 
whole church into one unified and 
vigorous organization. 

“The meeting tomorrow in New 
York is .for organization, as the 
council does not enter upon its du- 
ties untjl January 1. In what city 
the council will have its headquar- 
ters has not yet been decided.”
